Post-master Humphreys! House the Last 
One Eatered. The

The theft ot valuable jewelry and 
money from the residence of Post 
master M. A. Humphreys, in Camden, 
last Tuesday night has been kept se 
quiet that only a very few people had 
learned of it when the fact was an- 
nounced here Thursday that the robber 

bad been apprehended in Philadelphia 
and the property, except one ring val- 
ued at about $20.00, had been recovered, 

The news of the robbery reached the 
authorities here by means of a tele 
gram from Philadelphia police, stating 
thata pawn-broker had 
been offered mum which from pri- 
vate marks it was seen had been pur- 
, chased by Hon, Wm. H. Jackson from 
the well-known jewelers Bailey, Banks 
& Biddle. 

Wednesday night Polloeman Elliott, 
accompanied by Mr, Humphreys, went 
to Philadelphia and claimed the prop- 
erty. They also identified the robber 
who proved to be George Wailes, son 
of Nosh Wailes a colored man of this 
or. Wailes is about 28 years old and 
left here about two years ago to escape 
the comsequences of an attempted rape 
upon a girl of his own color. He has 
since lived in Wilmington, making 
frequent dlandestine visite to Salisbury, 
It ia believed that he has confederates 
here and that it was this gang who 
robbed Mr. Wm, B. Tilghman’s house 
some months ago taking among other 
valuables, two gold watches and a 
pair of trousers. Pawn tickets from 
Wilmington pawn brokers were found 
in Welles pockets calling for a 
watch and a pair of trousers. It 

is likely that these goods will fur- 
nish an important clue to the robbery 
of Mr, Tilghman's house. 

The property taken from Mr. Humph- 
roys’ house Tuesday night belonged to 
his aunt, Miss Alice Humphreys, and 
is worth about $200.00. $15.00 in cash 
was also taken.

The price quoted 
is 9 cents a pound. The market reports 
quote fair refining sugar at 3 centes. 
One of the dealers derived grim humor 
from this situation. He said: 

“If this strike holds on a week or 
two more I’m going to get a set of 
pennywelght scales and some paper 
bags and set up a retail fuel shop. I 
have a few hundred pounds of coal and 
they say there is almost as much fuel 
weight in sugar as in coal, When coal 
gete to 8 or 4 centa a. pound I'm going 
to buy a beet-sugar farm aud well sugar 
for fuel."

Srainage and Fish the Best Methods 
For Checking the Pest. 

The biological department of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
has been engaged the past winter, uu- 
der the direction of Professor William 
T. Sedgwick, in a study of the condi- 
tions most favorable to breeding mos- 
quitoes and of the best way to get rid 
of these conditions. Heretofore the 
use o? kerosene oll sprayed on the sur- 
face of the breeding pools has bcen tbe 
remedy most commonly employed, The 
mosquito larve, thrusting their long 
breathing tubes out of the water, take 
in ol! Instead of alr and are speedily 
Aulfocated. It is suggested by Profess- 
or Bedgwick's department, however, 
that the use of oll, while excellent for 
the time being, is only a temporary 
expedient, after all, and that drainage 
of swamps in tho neighborhood of 
towns god cities and the stocking of 
ponds with certain varieties of fish 
are the most efficient means of perma- 
nently euminating a pest which, it is 
now ‘known, is the cause of all human 
malaria. . 

The question of draining the marshes 
and stagnant poola, which are the 
breeding places of the mosquito, has 
been interestingly illustrated In the 
neighborhood of Boston, where the so 
called fresh pond marshes were for a 
long time a source of malarial infec- 
tion throughout the neighboring towns. 
Under a Massachusetts law which 
gives bonrds of health authority to 
abate such nuisances the boards of 
two of these towns, Belmont and Cam- 
bridge, co-operated In bullding n canal 
half a mile in length, which successful. 
ly drained a considerable area of the 
land. The cost was only $1,000, and 
not only was the improvement which 
resulted highly important from a sant- 
tary point of view, decreasing the 
mmber of mosquitoes and greatly re- 
ducing ds prevalence of malaria, but 
many acres of dow and woodland 
were redeemed n useful. It is 
belleved at the Instituts of Technology 
that a similar scheme of drainage máy 
be found useful, from many points of 
view, in the case of a large number 
of cities and towns in other parts of 
the country. 

Even with the best system of drain- 
age, however, there must still be popds 
and sluggish waterways. Here ft ts 
recommended that freedom from mos- 
quitoes may often be secured by Intro- 
ducing certain varieties of fish which 
feed on mosquito larvm. Among those 
mentioned are the stickleback, the top 
minnow, the sunfish, or “pumpkin,” 
and the goldfish. It bas been maintain- 
ed for some time that carp, of which 
the goldfish is one variety; did not eat 
mosquito larvw. but experiments under- 
taken by Mr. W. L. Underwood at the 
institute bave apparently proved the 
contrary, at least so far as the goldfish 
are concerned. Mr. Underwood put a 
goldfish in an aquarium together with 
a number of the larvæ of the anopheles 
mosquito—the variety, that la, which 
carries tbe germ of malaria—and was 
able to show that under these condi- 
tions the goldfish nte the larvie without 
question and apparently with great rel- 
ish. To convince the skeptical he took 
photographs of the operation, which are 
soon to be published In one of the mag- 
azines, Goldfish wil! thrive and mul- 
tiply in shallow waters like those 
which are commonly frequented by 
mosquitoes even when ice forms nearly 
to the bottom of the ponds, and they 
seem to be particularly desirable in the 
waters of a park reservation, where, if 
anywhere, the mosquito Is so distinctly 
out of place. 


The Pingpong Crate. 

Commenting on the craze for ping- 
pong, the New York Tribune says: “All 
the clubs are putting In tables for this 
game. Manufacturers ore working day 
and night to supply the demand for 
the balls and the tools of the sport.

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CAPTIVE BIRDS. 


Their Disenses and the System by 
Which They Are Treated, 
*Few of us have ever picked up a 
sick or diseased bird in the woods Of 
course, birds fall Ul, but there are 
many reasons why they are seldom 
seen. There is such a severe struggle 
for very existence—finding fool, uvold- 
ing enemies—that when a bird for any 
reason becomes less active or wenk- 
ened a very short time elupses before 
some hawk or other anima! kills it. If 
by some rare chance it should dle and 
drop to the ground, burying Leetles, 
those insect undertakers of thé nether 
world, set at work and in a day ro- 

move the carcass from view. 

No matter how exactly natural con- 
ditions are copied, birds In confinement 
are bound to be attacked now and then 
by disease. When the collection of 
birds in the New York zoological park 
assumed an importance which war- 
ranted it, many books on avian dis- 
eases were purchased, and the major- 
ity were found to be almost worthless, 
especially those relating to the care of 
wild birds, So these were cast aside 
and experiments begun, which, though 
they cost more lives than one at first, 
soon ylelded results which have proved 
invaluable. The bird's body ts com- 
posed of flesh, blood and bones so like 
our own in composition that, it was 
argued a priori, why would not the 
same therapeutics apply? In many in- 
stances perfect confirmation of this has 
resulted. 

Birds differ from human beings in 
few important respects. For Instance, 
the normal temperature of most birds 
is about 110 degrees, which would kill 
a human being. The eireulntion is 
correspondingly rapid, and the effect 
of any medicine la apparent in a very 
short time. Out of thirty organic dis- 
eases which have caused deaths among 
the birds all but four or five have 
yielded to treatment, and most of those 
cured have certain definite premonitory 
symptoms, so that they can be treat. 
ed before an ndvanced stage renders 
recovery uncertain. Most of the recent 
deaths among the hundred odd birds 
have been due to accidents or occasion- 
al cats. 

Colds are very common aliments 
among the birds, and Íf these are not 
attended to often lead to roup and 
diphtheria. Sometimes the latter dis- 
ease appears ln a bird almost without 
warning. A very little thickening of 
the third eyelid in a hawk may be the 
only outward sign that its throat is in 
a very bad diphtheritic condition. Ma- 
laria has been detected several times, 
and, curiously enough, lu berons and 
other wading birds whose ordinary 
mode of life, one would think, would 
long ago have eliminated all birds dis 
posed toward such a disease. Flamin- 
goes spend much of their time standing 
or walking in water, and yet they are 
extremely liable when confined in 
damp places to contract rheumatism. 
This and similar complaints often 
yield to a treatment of quinine alone. 
Corns are the bano of birds whose 
perches may be too large or where the 
floors of the cages are not softened by 
& layer of sand or dirt. A corn will 
kill a bird of the largest size if left 
untreated. It Is easily cured, and when 
a bird's foot has once recovered from 
such a trouble it seems to be immune, 
as the hardest concrete has no further 
effect on It. 

Canker 1s fortunately very rare, but 
the gapes, caused by tiny worms in 
tho throat and trachea, is more com- 
mon. Instead of rumming an olled 
feather down the poor creature's 
throat, a much better way to effect a 
cure 1s to let the bird Inhale the fumes 
of carbolic acid, and a very few 
sneezes will dislodge the troublesome 
worms Parrots in two or threo in- 
stances havo had a peculiar disease, 
and by accident it was found that if 
the bird was kept ^ontinually in the 
glaring sunshine it recovered. Wheth- 
er the heat ls the curative agent is not 
yet known.—New York Post.

 BOGUS BEETLES: 


Many Collectors Dadly Duped by à 
Clever Form of Fraud. 

Many an English and American col- 
lector with more money and enthusi- 
asm than knowledge of natural history 
bas in his cabinet specimens of beetles 
which are beyond anything that na- 
ture ever attempted. They are the 
victims of a "beetle faking” Industry 
which turns out annunlly thousands of 
the fraudulent bugs and manages to 
sell them in this country nnd elsewhere 
to amateur naturalists at high prices, 
and the dupes show them proudly to 
their friends as extremely rare Insects, 
as indeed they are, for they are like 
nothing else in the animal kingdom. 
The manufacturer of beetles does not 
confine himself to giving to his speci- 
mens rare and strange colorings, but 
he makes them up from fragments of 
other beetles in the manner which 
strikes his fancy, and this fancy ts 
often very whimsical indeed. Nature, 
especially in the tropica, produces bee- 
tles of strange form, but never so 
strange as those which come out of 
the shop of man. Auction sales of 
damaged collections of specimens of 
beetles are attended and the collec- 
tions bought for almost nothing. 

These injured specimens are dismem- 
bered and their various parts put to- 
gether again at the fancy of the fakir. 
He takes a beetle’s body, and from a 
collection of several parts of beetles 
before him, spread out on a white pa- 
per, he deftly affixes a head here, a 
wing there and a leg or two where he 
thinks they will look quaint. He works 
rapidly, using a clear liquid glue, the 
composition of which le a secret of 
the trade and which joins the various 
parts immediately so that they cannot 
easily be pulled apart and so closely 
that even with a magnifying glass it 
is difficult to see where the joining is 
done. The coloring and Imitation 
markings are done with small brushes 
and other implements designed espe- 
elally for the purpose and are made 
permanent by plunging the bullit up in- 
sect Into a bath of some secret solu- 
tion. When the work le completed, 
only an expert naturalist can detect 
the fraud, and sometimes even an ex- 
pert is fooled at first and thinks he has 
stumbled upon a new specimen of

TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D.. 
Pastor of Jefforson Fark Prosby- 
torian Ouurch, Chicago

Chicago, Bocr-29.-1n this discourse 
the prencher summond wel good people 
to unite in a movement agüizst the 
great and growing national evil of 
strong drink. The text is Proverbs 
XXIII, 32, "At the last it biteth like a 
serpent and stingeth like an adder.” 

My father has now been dead about 
six months. Since his demise I have 
recelved scores of letters from many 
parts of this country asking me to de- 
fine my position on the temperance 
question. Only yesterday a strong, 
earnest plea game from one of the 
New England states which went some- 
thing Uke this: “Your father's volce 
nlwnys rang true In his hatred for the 
wine cup. Wil! you not come to our 
ald nnd belp the thousands of mothers 
who have drunken sons and the wives 
who have drunken husbands fight this 
relentless enemy of God and the 
home?" It is in answer to these lèt- 
ters that I shall state my belief and 
position upon the temperance question. 
But I speak with a broader purpose 
than merely to gratify curiosity. I 
want eyery man, woman and child 
who bates the saloon and who is con- 
secrated for a combined combat 
against this arch flend of the centuries 
to look upon me as a brother and a 
comrade. I pledge myself as the col- 
league of every foe of the intoxicating 
cup. At every opportunity, with voice 
and pen, I will thrust at this serpen- 
tine monster. It shall be my aim, as 
it should be the alm of every one of 
God's ministers, to rally, with ali the 
influences at his command, the enc 
mies of this hitherto invincible and un- 
conquered foe of the human race. May 
God grant us to live to see the day 
when the fangs of this mighty monster 
shall have been extracted and when 
its head shall bave been crushed and 
Its vile carcass dismembered under the 
advancing hoofs of the white chargers 
of the gospel army. 

The evil of intoxication ia a univyersal 
curse, Its long, slimy, twisting colle 
spread over every land and are visible 
in every walk of life. There ls hardly 
a man or woman sitting before me who 
has not bad at least one near relative 
who bas been cursed by the fatal bite 
of this crawling, insidious enemy. Per- 
haps that near relative was n father, 
a mother, an uncle, an aunt, a brother, 
a sister, a wife, a husband or a child. 
Alas, many of us can say we have not 
only had one, but many near relatives 
and friends who have gone down Into 
drunkards’ graves after they have lived 
the hopeless and humanly helpless, de- 
graded earthly existence of the drunk- 
ard. Even as I am preparing this ser- 
mon news Is published that a man who 
has filled high places in the service of 
his country, who bore a nume honored 
in our history, has lost bis life ip a 
brawl lu which he would never have 
been involved If he had not indulged in 
intoxicating drink 

The Warning of Solomon. 

Solomon compared the sin of intoxi- 
cation to the writhings and twisting» 
of a serpent and to the stinging of an 
adder because nt that time poisonous 
serpents were ererywhere Every 
thicket was filled with a constetintion 
of thelr gleaming eyes. Every desert 
was the home of the puff adder, lying 
half buried in the sand. Every swamp 
was the retrent of the water viper. Ev- 
ery billside had for the traveler a 
Warning bise or rattle Even unto 
this day many of the countries of the 
east are overrun with poisonous rep- 
tiles. In India alone over 50,000 in- 
habitants annually die from poisonous 
snake bites. 

The deadiy serpents ean multiply al- 
most indefinitely 1n the wild, undevel- 
oped region of a.virgin soll. Hum- 
boldt, the celebrated German scientist, 
kave this description of one of his 
travels: “In the savannas of Esse 
quibo, in Guiana, | saw the most wom 
Gerful and terrible of spectacles, We 
were ten men oo horseback, two ef 
whom took the lead in order to sound 
the passages, while | preferred to skirt 
the green forest Ose of the black 
men who formed fee vanguard re 
turned at full gallop and sald to me, 
‘Come here, sir, and seo serpents in a 
pile.’ He pointed ou% to me something 
elevated lo the middie of tbe savan- 
nas which appeared jike a pile of 
arma One of my companions sald:! 
‘This must be one of those assem 
blages of serpents whieh beap them- 
selves on cach other after a violent 
tempest. I have bear! of such. but 
bave never seen any. Let us be caw 
tious and not go toe. near, When we! 
were within twenty paces of it, the! 
terror of our horses prevented our! 
nearer approach, to which, however, 
none of us was inclined. Suddenly 
the pyramided mass became agitated. 
Frightfu! bissings issued from tt. Thow 
sands of serpents rolled apirally om 
each other. Thoy sbot their hideous 
beads out of the circles, prosenting 

Üüery eyes at us. 1 then thougbt, 
what cool be the design of this me 
merous assemblage. 


colossa) enemy and they united th 
selves, after having seen this 
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‘wero almost everywhere. But, unlike 
the serpents which have almost dis- 
appeared before our advancing civili 
tation, the trails of the adder$ of in- 
toxication are even more maititudi- 
nous now than ever before, 

Serpents Everywhere. 

The serpents of intoxication have in- 
creased so rapidly that they are now 
innumerable. We hear thelr hiss in 
almost every legislative hall We see 
thelr eyed gleaming out of almost ev- 
ery palace, We find them lying under 
the orange blossoms of the marriage 
altar, as well as in the detention hos- 
pitals for the patients who have their 
rooms filled with the colling serpents 
of delirium tremens. We find many of 
eur statesmen paralyzed by the glance 
of this adder's eyes, as a poor, little 

tenéd Epcrrow might tremble and 
crouch until she farts into the open 
mouth of the blacksnake which has 
charmed her. We find that even dfe 
of the ministers who fill the pulpits 
the gospel of Jesus Christ are terror- 
ized by the sight of the serpent of in- 
toxication, because the rich brewer 
may be the president of the board of 
trustees or the wealthy distiller's fam- 
ily may be the largest contributors to 
the financial support of the church. 
The curse of sinful intoxicants is uni- 
versal; therefore all Chaistian people— 
and that includes you and me—should 
band themselyes together for its ex- 
tinction. We should deal with the ser- 
pent of strong drink in the same way 
the travelers over the western prairies 
deal with the rattlesnakes. There it 
1s a universally obeyed law that every 
man shall kill every rattlesnake he 
may see. It ought also to be a uni- 
versally obeyed Christian law that ev- 
ery Christian should strike at the hid- 
eous head of the Satanic adder of in- 
toxication whenever it reveals itself 
or lifts its fatal polsonous fangs to 
strike. 

There are four distinct reasons for 
hating this serpentine evil of intoxi- 
cants, four distinct reasons to wage 
against it unsparing and relentless 
warfare, The first is because the ser- 
pent of Intoxicants destroys a man's 
brain, dethroning his reason and otter- 
ly ruining bis mental capacity for any 
kind of important work. As n mer- 
chant he will enter into wildcat spec- 
ulations until often his whole fortune 
is swept away. As a physician he will 
unfit himself for the sickroom, As a 
lawyer he will ruin his practice, be- 
cause he can no longer plead in the 
courtroom as he once could plead. And 
everywhere the cry will be raised 
about this poor, drunken mental wreck, 
no matter in what sphere of life he 
may live: "Make way! Make way! 
Leave him alone! He drinks! He 
drinks!” 

When å man begins to drink Intox!- 
cants, his mental usefulness is inevita- 
bly weakened, The temperance lectur- 
ers sometimes neglect to press home 
this appalling fact when they dwell 
upon the vast amount of money which 
is annually spent in a national liquor 
bill. They tell us that one seventy-fiftb 
of all the American race is every year 
engaged In the manufacture and the 
Bale of intoxicants, They assert that 
$900,000,000 la spent annually for ac 
cursed drink. They affirm that a great 
army of over 50,000 men and women 
living !n the city of Chicago devote 
thelr entire time to running the places 
of evil resorts which are chiefly kept 
open through the influence of strong 
drink. The amount spent every year 
upon a national liquor bill is appalling, 
but that Is one of the least of the evils. 
Many a rich man could easily afford 
to spend $5,000 or $10,000 or even $20,- 
000 annually for liquors it the evil end- 
ed there. But no man, not even John 
D. Rockefeller, rich as be ia, can af- 
ford to drink intoxicating liquors. 
When a man 1s addicted to strong 
drink, he is heading toward mental as 
well as physical depletion and annlhi- 
lation. 

Farreaching Resalts of Drink. 

The evil results of an man's mind 
long weakened by intoxicants are very 
farreaching. We read with amaze 
ment bow a boa constrictor can swal- 
low down a calf or kid or deer ap- 
parently five times wider than the 
natural size of the serpent's throat. 
But every country boy has seen tho 
an me phenomenon upon a small scale. 
A snake with a throat hardly larger 
than your little finger will give chase 
to a large, fat toad. It will then gather 
together the two hind legs of the toad 
and by suction slowly draw the whole 
body down its throat and into the 
stomach. Then, if the country boy 
will pick up the snake by tho tall and 
snap him as be would a whipcord, the 
serpent's mouth will open and the toad 
will be ejected, alive and well, as was 
Jonah when thrown from the mouth 
of the big Geb after be had been 
voyaging for three days in its internal 
cavity. But, though the student of 
serpentology may wonder at the size 
of a big toad which a small snake is 
able to swallow, his wonderment ought 
to be as nothing compared to the utter 
astonishment with which be sees the 
buge meal which the serpent of in- 
toxication can swallow after the brain 
of its victim has been wrecked by 
strong drink Without any apparent 
effort it can swallow down the mer- 
€bant's store, the minister's pulpit, the 
lawyer's office, the surgeon's operating 
table, the mechanic's bench, the en- 
gineer’s engine, the sea captain's ship. 


aated. | bate it with unotterable 
loathing, I hate it as God wants er 
ery Christian to hate sin, 

The serpent of Intoxication can de- 
stroy à man's heart as well as bis head, 
We read of a bridegroom who took his 
young bride to a cabin upon the hill- 
sides of the Rocky mountains, The 
young husband unknowlngly bullt bis 
home over a den of annkes. After the 
married couple had retired for the 
night the fire they had lighted on that 
cold winter night warmed the dormant 
serpents Into life. They came forth 
into the room of the sleeping couple, 
They crawled up upon the bed. They 
buried thelr cruel fangs in the flesh of 
man and woman alike, and the nuptial 
couch became the bed of death. When 
a husband looks upon the wine when 
it is red, he always builds his home 
over u den of vipers. He lets the pol- 
sonous serpents crawl up into his bed 
and not only slay his body, but also 
poison his love for his wife and his 
ehfidren, for his parents and his broth- 
ers and $isiezg, for all who ought to be 
near and dear to um and whom he 
ought to love better than bis own life. 

The Heart of à Drankeard, 

A drunkard's heart through the todeh 
of the adder of Intoxication not only 
becomes a polsoned heart, but the mer- 
ciless heart of an Inhuman monster. 
In order to drink a drunkard is willing 
practically to go to any extreme, He 
is ready to let wife and children starve. 
I have known two drunkards who 
were willing to sell their own flesh and 
blood into a life of crime in order that 
they might get liquor with which to 
satisfy theír diabolical thirst. These 
two drunkards were not men of the 
lowest social rank. They were men 
who were born In as good families as 
yours or mine. But why continue in 
this strain? Is there any need of my 
longer describing how the serpent of 
intoxication can destroy a man's love 
for his wife and his children? No. In 
tho rage of the factories we seo it; In 
the scandals of the divorce courta we 
read it; In the horrors of the reforma- 
tory schools we can prove It. Let us 
pass on In our indictment of this coll- 
ing serpent of the wine cup. 

The Solomonic serpentine evil de- 
stroys a man's soul as well as the tem- 
poral usefulness of his brain and the 
loving power of his heart. This is not 
a pleagant subject to touch. It is not 
Pleasant because many of us have had 
friends, dear friends, who have met or 
are today on the way to meet a drunk- 
ard's doom. But, my Brother, we must 
be true to the living as well as to the 
dead. If you had a loved one who 
was contemplating the commission of 
a heinots crime, what would you do? 
Why, you would go to that friend and 
say: “Brother, if you do this you will 
have to pass many years in jall. If 
you allow your angry pdssions to rise 
and commit murder, you will have to 
sit in the electric chalr or stand under 
the hangman’s noose. That is the law. 
That is the law which bas been car 
ried out in many instances in the past 
and will be carried out in many in- 
stances in the future.” 

Now, my friends, what is the divine 
punishment that will be meted out to 
all who have been slain by the ating 
of the Bolomonic adder? Let me read 
part of just ono verse frgm the divine 
cruminal code. Shall tbe drunkard in- 
herit heaven? What says the epistle 
of Firat Corinthians? “Be not deceived; 
neither idolaters, adulterers nor thieves 
nor drunkards shall inherit the king- 
dom of God.” There ls no need of 
reading further, That simple Pauline 
sentence covers the whole ground. It 
seems to harmonize with the Iceland- 
er's idea of hell, which is to be a great 
ice palace, the walls of which are cov- 
ered with a huge masa of swaying, 
swinging serpents. Their forked 
tongues and hissing throats converge 
to a common center, where the con- 
demned of God crouch and tremble 
and weep. Shall we not fight this ser 
pent of Intoxication, which may aptly 
be compared to the Icelander's Satanic 
serpents in the palace of the Inferno? 
Bhall we not, one and all, fight the ser- 
pents of intoxication, which can and 
do destroy happiness the other side of 
the grave as well as that of the life 
which is on this side? 

The Drunkard's Curse. 

The Solomonic evil cannot only de- 
stroy a father's or a mother's tem- 
poral and eternal Ute, but it ruins 
their children also, because the drunk- 
ard's evil habit is inberitable The 
drunkard’s curse, which rests upon the 
parent's life, can be tranamitted by 
the law of blood into the velns of tho 
father’s children and his children's 
children. Every physician is ready to 
testify that it is far easier for a 
drunkard’s son to become a drunkard 
than for a child whose parents have 
never been cursed by tbo sting of the 
fatal adder of intoxication. Bo, my 
brother, as the Mohammedan mothors 
look upon tbe serpent as sacred and 
allow the venomous cobra to crawl in- 
to their cradles and sting their little 
ones to death, you, if you uro addicted 
to the curse of drink, are not only de- 
stroying your own souls, but you are 
also destroying the immortal lives of 
the unborn generation. By looking up- 
on the wine cup when it ls red you 
are preparing the way to look Into tho 
bloodshot eyes and to listen to the 
blaspbeming tongues of your children’s 
children, who shall meet you at the 
judgment seat of Christ to arraign you 
as the cause of their evil tnberitance 
and to curse you and to curso the day 
you were born. 

But my subject is vast. 1 must fore- 
go much of what I would like to say

nove human agencies will always fal 


unless they are blessed by the divine 
power—by the power of the Holy 
Ghost, As a pastor and preacher and 
temperance worker I have personally 
tried to ald in tho rescue of many 
drunkards. I have helped send som 
to the reformatory Institutions. I bav 
taken them into my own home and 
bought them medicines from the drug- 
stores. I am free to confess that all 
these human agencies failed except 
when those victims of strong drink 
have thrown themselves Into the arms 
of God and clung to Jesus Christ as 
their only Saviour. 

Oh, ye victims of the wine cup! Oh, 
ye helpless men and women who have 
long struggled in the relentless coils of 
the Satanic serpent, which are stronger 
and more merciless than those of the 
great serpent, 120 feet long, of which 
Pliny once wrote! I beg and plead 
with you to seek rescue from your 
besetting sin in the blood of Jesus 
Christ. Divine re-enforcements saved 
John B. Gough. Divine re-enforce- 
ment saved Francis Murphy. Divino 
re-enforcement saved Captain Barbour 
of Pittsburg. Divine re-enforcement 
can save you Jf you will live 8o close 
to Christ that Christ can and will 0 
close to you. Divine fe-ezforcement 
alone can save the drunkard Wio. is 
heading toward a drunkard's grave. 

The Only Sure Antidote. 

This premise being true, that Jesus 
Christ alone is the only sure antidote 
for the suicidal thirst of strong drink, 
the next step in our temperance refor- 
mation should be to open all the 
churches in our Christian land for 
great temperance meetings. Every 
minister of the gospel should preach 
and continue to preach the gospel of 
teetotalism. — Every pulpit of every 
chürch should be a broad, white desk 
before which the victims of strong 
drink could bow at the throno of grace 
for mercy and then arise and with 
trembling hand sign the temperance 
pledge and blot it then and there with 
their falling tears of penitence. The 
church of the Lord Jesus Christ must 
and shall lead in this successful tem- 
perance reform. The church of the 
Lord Jesus Christ can destroy the sa- 
loon if she does her full duty, as the 
prayer meetings of the country meet- 
ing destroyed the political candidacy 
of Robert G. Ingersoll for the govern- 
orship of Illinois. The temperance 
movement will fall, and surely fall, if 
it 1s carried on purely as a secular 
movement. It will win, and surely 
win, if it is carried on as a divine 
movement in which is enlisted the 
strong arm of a church inspired of the 
Holy Spirit. It is by you that the call 
for a goépel charge against the grog- 
shops must first be sounded. 

Lastly, and most important of all, 
with the help of the church of God, we 
should try to kill the adder of strong 
drink by making our civil laws so 
stringent that the young should find it 
nlmost Impossible to get at the wine 
cup even if they would. It ls easier to 
keep 100 young men from acquiring 
the evil habit of strong drink than it 
is do reform one debauched drunkard. 
It is easier to prevent than to reform 
sin. I suppose the chronic drunkards 
who have been drinking for twenty or 
thirty years will find thelr polsonous 
serpent of the wine cup no matter 
where they may be. But it is possible 
by law to protect the young. It ls pos- 
sible by law to keep liquor away from 
the young men and the young women. 
It Is possible to protect the rising gen- 
cration so that they may not be able 
to find this adder’s lair and to feel his 
foul breath or his polsonous fangs. 

And not only by stringent laws should 
the destroying wine cup be kept from 
the young, but the young should also 
be taught why the debauching influ- 
ence of strong drink is kept out of their 
reach. The evil results of Indulgence 
in the wine cup sbould be taught in 
our public schools as well as in our 
Sabbath schools, They should be taught 
upon the public platforms as well as 
in the private home. The evils of 
strong drink should be presented so 
clearly and vehemently to the young 
that the rising generation should some 
day by the grace of God be able to 
stand up im their might and declare 
that America must and shall forever 
be free from the evils of strong drink. 
They shall be able to declare it with 
our help at the church altar; they shall 
be able to declare it In the nominating 
planks of our great political parties; 
they shall be able to declare it at tho 
American ballot box; they shall be 
able to declare it by telegraphic com- 
munications before a sin cursed, alco 
hol poisoned world. 

Christian men and women, north, 
east, south and west, let us one and 
all rally to the temperance cause, Let 
the ministers consecrate tbe pulpita to 
thia work. Let the laymen consecrate 
the pews. May we one and all bo 
ready to die for the temperance cause, 
but never to surrender; never to cease 
fighting the saloon and its Intrenched 
power until we are summoned before 
the great white throne of heaven. 
Never, never, sever let up lu the strug- 
gle against this hemispherte evil until 
the home and the church and the 
kingdom of God shall forever be free. 
May God give us one and all super 
natural strength for the struggle which 
is before the temperance cause of tho 
church, of America and of the world.

With a coal famine staring the peo- 
ple in the face there has been a boom 
in the manufacture and sale of coal-oil 
stoves and the coming winter will see 
thousands more of them in use than in 
previous years. Coal oll is a good ser- 
vant, but a bad master. Treat it well 
and it returns the compliment; grow 
careless in its use and it may destroy 
life and property and cause lasting and 
painful injuries. In view of the win- 
ter’s prospect it is well to lay down a 
few rules in every household about the 
use of coal oil for fuel, They are here 
summarized in a dosen don't: 

L Don’t fill the reservior when the 
stove is burning. 

2. Don't fail to have a thoroughly 
good stove in the first place, 

8. Don't burn any but oil of the best 
quality. 

4. Don't spill oil upon the stove, or, 
if you do so by aocident, wipe it off 
carefully before approaching it with a 
lighted match or other flame. 

5. Don't fail to fill the tank out of 
doors, if the stove be provided with & 
detachable tank. 

6. Don't forget that the less oil there 
is in the tank the more gas there is gen- 
erated from the oil, and unless the gae 
escape hole in the stopper is sufficient 
for the escape of this gas it is likely to 
flame up when the wick is lighted, 
causing & small explosion that may 
have big results The well-filled lamp 
is safest, 

7. Don’t fail at frequent intervals to 
boil the perforated wiok tubes in soda 
water orlye, that the ventilation may. 
be free, or an ill smelling stove will 
result. 

8. Don't try to force the wick too 
high, or smoke and odor will be ineyit- 
able. Some stoves have automatic 
wick regulators. 

9. Don't expect good combustion unm» 
less you turn the wick low at first until 
the cylinder is heated through. 

10, Don't fail to frequently sorape off 
the charred incrustation on extinguish- 
ed wick with a knife to secure a clear 
flame. 

11. Don't forget that little oil in the 
tank causes rapid consumption of 
wicks. 

19. Don't set your burning stove near 
the draft of a door or open window, or 
you lose heat and gain an unpleasant 
odor.

A Community Overwhelmed With Fear 
Aud Wonder—Eveo The Weeds 
Are Gory. 

The Easton Ledger of Thursday con-

THE ARREST OF THE HUSBAND. 

Circumstances pointed towards the 
husband, who was arrested and releas- 
el on bail. Since then the feelings 
of the community have beea awful- 
ly wrought up; and the shadows of 
superstition have been darker than 
ever they were amongst these simple- 
minded and perfenial Delawareans, so 
that all conditions and circumstances 
have been closely watched.

ECHOES OF THE CRIME BOUNDED IN 

HEAVEN. 

A recent discovery on the farm of the 
murder has greatly aroused sentiment 
and made some think the God of nature 
has touched the vegetable kingdom 
with his mighty hand and caused it to 
show forth in lines of human blood the 
fact that the echoes uf this crime reach 
ed beyond the narrow confines of earthas 
bounds and has been by him who beard 
the ory of Abel's blood from the ground 
and marked wicked Cain for his crime. 

HUMAN BLOOD IN THE HEN HOUSE, 


In the investigation by the detectives, 
what was supposed to be human blood 
was found in the hen house and this 
divided the opinions as to where she 
was murdered, whether in the hen 
house, in the carriage house, or in the 
stable where she was lying when the 
neighbors went oyer in rweponse to 
Collins’ report of her death. Later on 
the manure in the hen house was put in 
the field for tomatoes, and the crop grew 
and was harvested, and it was left for 
the guiding hand of providence to re 
veal only a few days azo the fact that 
the murdered woman’s blood was cry 
irg from thegroumd. The weeds grow- 
ing in hills manured by the hen house 
manure contain veins and lines of red 
as near human blood as possible 


THE RED LINES IN THE WEEDS, 


The red línes extended to all the 
weeds in the hills where this manure 
was used and in the others the weeds 
are green and bear no unusual marks, 
The red «ffect penetrates the stalk of 
the weed and in finger shaped lines 
goes out on the leaves, plainly and un 
mistakably observable to the naked eye. 
It not only goes up the etalk into the 
branches and leaves, but affects the 
seed of the weeds and they are as red as 
blood, 

"HER BLOOD CRIETH FROM THE GROUND,” 


The Sharptown Herald says: "Whet- 
her this is a freak of nature, a miracul- 
ous growth ora natural result of the 
fertilizing elements in soil penetrating 
the vegetable products, it remains a 
fact, and the weeds Mave been pulled 
up and taken home by the ourious 
and interested and they bear witnees to 
the condition. Whatever may be the 
causes, natural or otherwise, it is at- 
tracting much attention and many say 
‘verily, her blood crieth from the 
ground’,”

ONE OYSTER FEEDS 75 MEN. 


Moaster Bivalve Lately Taken From 
Niagara River, Near Buffalo, 
N.Y. 


A most remarkablo oyster has recent 
ly been taken from the Niagara river 
by two Buffalo fishermen. 

The shell alone, without the meat, 
weighs 212 pounds, and is two feet eight 
inches across ad 19 inches broad, It 
contained 50 genuine pearls, ta ys a ro- 
port from that city. 

That it might be proven that this 
wonderful tale was no “fish story“ the 
oyster was placed on exhibition fora 
week at a Buffalo saloan, where the 
public was bidden to come and see it, 

The meat was cooked and made into 
a stew, which filled to the brim two 
eight.quart pails. Seventy-five men 
partook of the repast it furnished. 

The fishermen made the find when 
their net caught on a snag of some sort 
and was held fast, Asthe water was 
shallow, not more than waist deep, one 
of them jumped from the boat to in- 
vestigate and found the net attached to 
what seen èl a big rock. 

It was covered with a white sub- 
stance resembling lime, and ite peculiar 
appearance induced the fishermen to 
take it ashore with them. There, when 
it was washed off, they discovered, to 
their amazement, that they had a 
mammoth oyster.—Ex,

I will not indulge in ag recrimina- 
tion against the Republican party, 
which contains some bad members and 
many good citizens, whose convictions 
I t, and whose opinion I 
highly esteem, nor 1 I make any 
reference to the ch you made 
against the Democra party. The 
public are quite competent to compare 
and decide upom the intelligent and 
moral quality of both rties in the 
matter of practical politics; but you 
will find nothing that I have eaid or 
written in justification of these offenses:

"My days are ewifter than a zoourier, 
they fly away.

So said Job—he 
who had sat in quiet contemplation be- 
nei:th his palm tree in the long sum- 
mers ef Edom, while four score years 
passed by, and who had still a hundred 
and forty years of happy and restfal 
life ahead of him. And yet his days 
were as swift as the flying courier, as 
the ships careering before the wind, as 
the «agle swooping down upon its 
quarry, as the dry leaf in the storm, as 
the flying cloud. Job looked abroad 
for similitudes of evanescence of un- 
reality, of celerity with which to com- 
pare his days.

The champion trotting horse of the 
world, Cresceus, owned and driven by 
George H. Ketoham, has the following 
performance record, 

Cresceus started, iacluding exhibi- 
tions, sixty-one times, being first forty- 
two times: second, fourteen times; 


third, four times and fourth, once, 
Never, in six year's racing, behind the 
money. His total winnings for the 
vix years he has raced were $109,851. 60, 
being an average of $17,141.20 per year, 
the average for six years being a great- 
er amount than was ever won by any 
stallion ta any one year, 
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Fire-Horses. 


The fire-horses—two for light engines, 
and three when the machines weigh 
more than four tons—are trained as 
finely as the men. They are the pete 
of the house and of the neigh*orhood. 
Some of them learn in a week to run to 
their places at the signal, others require 
& month's training, The lessons are 
simple enough. Araw horse is made 
to feel the whip as he hears the signal- 
bell. If he is an intelligent animal, 
the two so soon become synonymous 
that he starts for his place the instant 
the bell rings. Many horses seem to 
know quite as wellas the men when 
the alarm is one that means busi- 
ness. They really seem tocount the 
strokes, A story is told of one horse 
who, when changed from Harlem to a 
station near headquarters, was wild to 
ran when his old number sounded, and 
quite indifferent to the new one, which 
really meant business and to which he 
responded only under protest. The 
stories told in the Department about 
the horses are endless. Some time ago 
an old gray fire-horse that had been 
attached to anengine was transferred 
to the hose-truck in the same building. 
The two rooms were connected by an 
opendoor. One night there was an 
alarm, The hose-truck men were dis- 
mayed to find that their old gray had 
disappeared. They thought that he 
must have been stolen. The engine 
had left for the fire, and disgrace was 
imminent for the hose company. Sud- 
denly, a horse was heard kicking in the 
engine stalls, next door, and although 
it was not the missing gray, it was 
quickly forced into hose-service, and 
the company got off in a minute late. 
At the fire there stood the old gray 
harnessed to the engine. After the ex- 
citement was all over the, mystery was 
explained. Upon hearing the familiar 
alarm the gray had trotted in next door 
and finding a strange horse in his usual 
place, had pushed him out of the way 
back into his stall The firemen, in 
their hurry, had not noticed the subeti- 
tution, and had harnessed the horses as 
they stood and left. A good fire-horse 
will last about six years, and will 
stand heat and excitement when even 
men are driven back.—From ‘*Fire-

THE TITLE "GENERAL." 
Et In Never Bestowed Except by Spe- 
cial Act of Congress, 

There are many mistakes ninde In 
speaking of the rank of general 1n our 
army. We use that title in speaklug of 
or in addressing a lieutenant. peneral 
a major general or a brigadier gem- 
eral, but the single word “generul,” ns 
denoting rank, has a distinct applica- 
tion. It is the highest rank that an 
army officer can attain in this country 
and is never bestowed except by ape 

elal act of congress. . 

Until recently the highest rank by 
reguluf promotion was major general, 
but the law has been changed, and 
now lieutenant general ts the highest. 
General is purely an honorary rank 
conferred by congress for specially dis- 
tinguished services, and it always ex- 
pires with the death of the man hold- 
ing it. 

The only full generals that we have 
had are Grant, Sherman and Sheridan, 
Many persons believe that Washing- 
ton held the rank, but that is an error. 
As commander of the Contineutal army 
he was major general, and as com- 
mander of the United States army In 
1708, when war with France was 
threatened, he was made lleutenant 
general, Congress passed an act March 
8, 1799, creating the rank of full gen- 
eral for him, but his commission was 
never Issued. 

The only lieutenant generals that we 
have had besides Washington are 
Scott, Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Scho- 
field and Miles, the last named now 
holding the rank. 

The active commanding officer of the 
army used to be the senior major gen- 
eral; now It is the lieutenant general, 
but he fs not the commander In 
chief. That is an error Into which 
most people fall. The commander in 
chief is the president, made so by the 
constitution—“commander in chief of 
the army and navy.” No otber person 
has or can use that title. Official or- 
ders issued by General Miles are 
signed, "the lleutenant general com- 
manding," not “commander In chief.” 

In the navy the highest rank ob- 
tained by promotion le rear admiral, 
the rank of full admira! being within 
the gift of congress, like that of gen- 
eral in tbe army. Dewey ls a full 
admiral, but that rank will expire 
when he dies and cannot be revived 
without a special act of congress.— 
New York Press. 


Manneriams of Some Men. 

There are few men, gentle or simple, 
who have not some little trick of man- 
ner easily detected by one who observes 
them closely. Naturally prominent 
politicians, being so much in the pub- 
lic eye, are more likely than ordinary 
private citizens to have thelr manner- 
lama noticed nnd recorded. Who does 
not remember, for example, the strik- 
ing personality of the late Lord Benc- 
onsficld? Before rising to speak in 
the bouse of commons—or on the plat- 
form elsewhere, for that matter—be al- 
ways ran his hand over his face, round 
his hair, eyebrows and whiskers, then 
own over his handkerchief, his walst- 
coat and his chain till his fingers 
touched his eyeglass. Abstractedly 
picking this up, be furtively viewed 
the house through it, scanned the gal- 
leries, tapped it on the left thumb nail 
und then paused. He had taken the 
measure of his audience, and it was 
time to rise. Mr. Chamberlain also 
makes great play with his monocle, 
but he manipulates it like a great ac- 
tor to whom it is a valuable stage 
property and a fruitful source of much 
oratorical “business.” He is one of 
the few orators who can speak success- 
fully with his eyeglass in position.— 
London Tatler.

SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jofforson Park Prosby- 
torian Ohurch, Chicago 


Chicago, Oct. 5.—1n this sermon the 
cher draws a broad distinction be- 
ween right and wrong ambition and 
points out the duty of all to grasp op- 
portunities as they come within our 
reach. The text Is Galatians vi, 10, 
“As we have therefore opportunity, let 
us do good unto all men." 

“Do circumstances make the man or 
man the circumstances?” is the theme 
of a never ending discussion. Some 
people are Intense In thelr advocacy of 
the first balf of this question. They 
believe that no great temporal achieve- 
ment Is possible unless that success is 
the outgrowth of a fortultous combina- 
tion of favorable circumstances. At 
the present time they polnt, by way of 
Illustration, to the career of the presi- 
dent of the United States and assert 
that the present Incumbent would not 
have reached bis exalted position had 
not the unseen futes singled bim out 
as one of their most favored children. 
It was a tidal ware of municipal re- 
form, over which he had practically no 
control, that bore him, a comparatively 
unknown young man, Into a police 
commissioner's chair of New York city; 
it was the result of the Spanish-Amer- 
"can war, which he did nothing to 

ring about, that made him governor 
of New York state; it was a conspiracy 
of the politicians to politically mummi- 
fy and embalm his presidential aspira- 
‘tions that shelved bim, much against 
his will, in the vice presidential chair, 
and then it was an assassin's bullet 
that opened for him almost Immediate- 
ly the front door of the White House. 
Thus the believers in the doctrine 
that “circumstances make men” de 
‘clare that in four short years a star- 
tling series of events, unexampled in 
the history of our nation, changed a 
yoüng assistant secretary of the navy 
department into tbe executive head of 
the mightiest nation in the world. On 
the otber hand, those who hold the op- 
posite view and answer in the negative 
the question, “Do circumstances make 
the man?” which has been debated in 
every college literary society of the 
land, contend that the president owes 
his elevation to his virile force, unim- 
penchable character, Intense convie- 
tions and never ylelding grit They 
declare that no power on earth could 
ever have kept him an underling. 
They affirm that these characteristic 
qualities would ha vo forced him to the 
front no matter In what clime be might 
hare lived or to what flag he might 
have owed his allegiance. These two ln 
terpretations of such a well known ca- 
reer to a greater or less extent may be 
applied to the worldly success of al- 
most every man who has attained emt- 
nence in public afra ira. 

But though high tempora! nehleve- 
ment can be reached only by a few, my 
text distinctly implies that great spir- 
itual usefulness and great opportuni 
ties to serve mankind are attainable 
by every true Christian. Therefore in 
this sermon | would analyze and dis- 
cuss and emphasize the one Pauline 
word, “opportunity!” With letters of 
fire I would burn that one word deeply 
Into every Christian beart 1 would 
have all know that all the great op- 
portunities for doing good to our fel- 
low men come to the. true Christian 
in the same manner io which the op- 
portunity for great temporal fame 
came to a Roosevelt, a McKinler, a 
Lincoln, a Grant, a Lee, an Ericsson, 
a Morse, a Watt, a Harvey, a James 
Y. Simpson, a Washington, a Fred- 
erick the Great or a Charlemagne. 

How Opportunities Come, 

Great opportunities are willing to 
knock at the door of only the honored 
few who bare previously made great 
preparations to greet and to embrace 
them. They are not friendless and 
helpless waifs of the street. They are 
not social outcasts who hnve to beg a 
place whereon to lay their benda, They 
are not fugitives from justice who are 
fleeing tbe convict's cell or the bang- 
man's noose. They are august mess 
sengers, who are particular under what 
roof they lodge and at what table they 
sit down and eat. Thus we find, by 
tracing bistory, that though all men 
who have prepared themselves for suc- 
cess in a certain line of work do not 
necessarily get the opportunity to 
achieve that success, yet in no case do 
we find the swift footed travelers call- 
ed "great opportunities” dwelling in 
tbe home of one who has not the men- 
tal and moral capacity to welcome and 
entertain them. 

Almost every great man of history 
has declared that the result of bis life's 
work was not due to mere haphazard 
chance, bot to years of work, years of 
preparation and often years of incon- 
bpieuous toll. Read the autgblography 
of James Marion Sima, the surgeon 
whose discoveries bave alleviated the 
sufferings of multitudes of the buman 
race, He worked for years and years 
in his peculiar department of surgery 
before the opportunity of tame and 
success came, He worked lu obscurity 
and in poverty. He worked until his 
bwn bealth broke 

must die. Read the testimony of 
mas A. Edison. Did the opporta. 
ity come and knock at his laborato- 


down and be feared: 


solving the different problems of the 

Whessboard,. At last by this work I so 

perfected my memory that blindfolded 

I have met ten and fifteen different 

players at the same time. I have car 

ried all these different games in my 
bend at once and won them all.” The 
opportunity for great success In any 
department of life never comes except 

to him who has equipped himself by a 

rigid course of preparation and inex- 
orable training. 

The Christian's Preparation. 

This premise being true, it ls essen- 

tial that the Christian should conse- 
crate hls life to Christ in order to be 
prepared for the great opportunities of 
Christian service. It is very impor- 
tant for you and me to live close to 
Christ, to feel the touch of Christ's 
anointing hands upon our hearts, to 
feel the touch of his loving lips on our 
cheeks, the touch of his anointing foot 
upon our feet, before we can go forth 
successfully on our mission of Chris- 
tian service. Many fallures in the 
Christian life can be traced directly to 
this lack of spiritual preparation. Fall 
ing such preparation, we cannot rec- 
ognize our opportunity when It comes, 
An ancient sculptor once chiseled the 
statue of the mythological goddess 
called “Opportunity” with a veled 
face. He said, "The reason I covered 
Opportunity's face was because so few 
are able to recognize her when she 
stands by their side.” The sculptor 
was wrong in part as wells right In 
part He should have blinded the eyes 
of the onlooker rather than the farsee- 
ing eyes of the mythological goddess. 
The clef reason why some of us do 
not see the sweet faced Pauline mes- 
Ben, which we may call the Oppor- 
tunities of Christian service, is because 
most of us are spiritudlly blinded by 
our past sing, because most of us are 
not willing by prayer and earnest com- 
munion with God to make the spiritual 
preparation that is necessary to fit us 
aright for gospel work. 

But more than mere equipment. is 
necessary. Great opportunities are 
willing to bless those only who are 
ready to sacrifice and, if need be, to 
die for the cause those opportunities 
represent. There is a wide difference 
between being mentally, physically and 
spiritually equipped to meet a great 
opportunity and being willing to make 
the sacrifice that is essential for the 
success of. that cause after the oppor- 
tunity has arrived. Pilate was mentally 
and spiritually able to realize the na- 
ture of the opportunity of his position. 
He knew that Jesus was guiltless. He 
saw clearly and distinctly what he 
ought to do, but Pilate was not ready 
to sacrifice for Christ his political ca- 
reer as governor of Juden. Therefore 
Pilate, who saw his opportunity, em- 
braced it not, but shrank from |t 
Thomas Cranmer, when the days of 
persecution came, saw what his oppor- 
tunity was for true service for Christ, 
but in order to escape the fires of mar- 
tyrdom he testified falsely concerning 
his belief in his Lord and Master, and 
when he was finally led to the stake, 
in spite of his recantatfon, he gave this 
as bis valedictory to the world: “Now 
I come to the great thing that trou- 
bleth my conscience more than any 
other thing that I ever sald or did, and 
that is the setting abroad of writings 
contrary to tbe trutb that I thought 
in my heart, and, forasmuch as my 
hand offended in writing contrary to 
my heart, therefore my hand shall first 
be punished. If I may come to the 
fire, it shall first be burned.” And his- 
tory declares that when the fires of 
martyrdom were kindled about Thomas 
Cranmer, in atonement for bie past 
sins and his failure to live up to bis 
opportunity, the dying prelate thrust 
his right hand into the leapjng fames 
and saw it wither away. Bo there are 
many men who are mentally equipped 
for great opportunities of Christian 
service who might also be spiritually 
equipped for those same opportunities 
were they not unwilling to make tho 
sacrifice which true consecration de- 
mands. They are unwiDing to do for 
Christ that which tbey know they 
ougbt to do. 

Make the Saerfüec. 

Christ's disciples today often shrink 
from making the same kind of sacrifice 
for Christian service which Richard 
Fuller made when a young man, At 
that time be was the most promising 
junior member of the South Carolina 
bar. He was the pride of tbe;city and 
the future hope of the state. But, be 
ing converted, he immediately turned 
his back on palitica! preferment, re 
nounced public Mfe and declared that 
he would consecrate his life thence- 
forth to the gospel ministry. His 
friends tried to dissunde him. Hon. 
William E. Preston, Mr. Calboun’scol 
league in the United: States senate, 
went to bis home to plead with him. 
Then young Fuller turned: and said: 
"Preston, 1 "was living a selfish life, 
eager only:to win success and bave a 
great name among men, Religion nev- 
tr entered my thoughts, and 1 was neg- 
gent of all duty to God. Sudden 
my eyes were opened. I discovered 
God's great love to me. 1 saw that 
Jesus Christ*had left heaven and come 
to earth and died to win my love. This 
act bas so impressed me that, as a man 
of honor, | can do nothing else but love 
him in return and give my whole life 
to his service, Preston, it seem 
to you that I am acting trratioually r“ 
“No, Fuller" exclaimed Senator Pres- 
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Great opportunities 
unexpected places at unexpected times 
to those whom they wish to honor, 
General U. 8. Grant began his Mem- 
oirs of the Civil War" with these sol- 
emn words: "Man but God 


disposes.” Man plans, but the Infinite |’ 


is continually changing the plans of 
the finite. Man hopes, but God often 
builds nn entirely different superstruc- 
ture upon the foundations of those de- 
sires than that which, we architectur- 
ally designed. Samuel F. B. Morse, 
the Inventor of telegraphic communi- 
cation, started life as an artist. He 
spent many years abroad in the study 
of the old masters. He was the found- 
er and the first president of New York's 
National Academy of Design. But in 
October, 1882, when he was forty-one 
years of age and returning from his ar- 
tistic studies in Europe, he entered in- 
to conversation one day with a fellow 
passenger on board the packet ship 
Bully. This conversation, which was 
about the properties of the electro mag- 
net, led Samuel F. B. Morse then and 
there to consecrate the rest of his life 
to the establishment of electric com- 
munication between the distant parts 
bf the world. So the opportunities for 
Christian usefulness may come in un- 
expected ways and at unexpected 
times, 
Unexpected Opportunities. 

Great opportunities for Christian use- 
fulness may come to you in an unex- 
pected way, as they came to a Chris- 
tian lady who was one day riding 
along the streets of Richmond. There 
in the gutter lay a young man stupidly 
drunk. She stopped her carriage and 
bade her coachman lift him in. She 
took that young min to ber home, She 
cared for him and started him out 
again in life. By her Christian exam- 
ple of love she started him forth in his 
great career, until William  Wirt's 
name became that of one of the fore- 
most Americans of his day. They may 
come to you in an unexpected way, as 
they came to Stephen Merritt during 
business hours, when, by tbe grace of 
God, he was instrumental in starting 
John G. Woolley out on bis career of 
reform. They may come to you as 
they are dally coming, in unexpected 
ways, to thousands of lawyers nnd 
merchants and ministers and doctors 
and wives and mothers and servants 
and clerks. Therefore, as our oppor- 
tunities for doing Christian service are 
coming in so many different and un- 
expected ways, we should always be 
on the lookout for them. We should 
ülways be ready to grasp them and to 
turn thém to account at any cost, even 
of life itself. 

Great opportunities always love com- 
pany and rarely travel alone. They 
are apt to be gregarious in their hab- 
its. Like troubles, they swim in 
schools. They travel la berds. They 
fly in flocks. Like the leader of a flock 
of sheep, each great opportunity seems 
to We the bellwether of a whole flock 
ef other opportunities. Like the key 
log in a river jam, it seems to be the 
precursor and sets free a whole river- 
ful of other opportunities. 

John J. Ingalls tried to convey the 
idea that if we would only seize the 
one great opportunity of our life that 
opportunity would lead us on from 
power to power and from success to 
success, He tried to teach this lesson 
in his poem called “Opportunity.” Let 
me read to you from its magnificent 
passages: 

Master of human destinies am 11 

Fame, love end fortune on my footsteps 
Cities and fields I walk! 1 penetrate 
Deserts and seas remote, and, passing by 
Hovel fnd mart and palace, soon or late 
I knock unbidden once at every gatel 

If sleeping, wake; if feasting, rise before 
I turn away. It is the hour of fate, 
And they who follow me reach every state 
Mortals desire and conquer every foo 
Bavo death, but those who doubt or hesi- 
Condemned to fallure, pennry and woe, 


Beck me in vain and useleasly implore, 
I answer not, and I return no more! 


As John J. Ingalls taught that the 
great opportunities of temporal suc- 
cess are the centra! magnets about 
which other great opportunities are 
apt to revolve, so every great spiritual 
opportunity, if rightly improved, will 
be the forerunner of others. God, from 
one opportunity ef Christian useful- 
ness, rightly served, will lead you on 
‘to another, to another and "anotber, 
even as our martyr President William 
McKinley year by year wae steadily 
promoted for his publie services until 
at last he received tbe highest bonor 
bis countrymen could confer upon him 
and won worldwide sympathy by the 
tragic close of a life laid down In the 
service of the American people whom 
bo loved and so faithfully served. 

The Warning of Paul. 

But there is u negative side of watn- 
ing in my text as well as a positive 
side of exhortation. John J. Ingalls 
in his wonderful poem teaches the 


portunity do good unto all men, for if 

you do not a neglected opportunity is 

an Il! used opportunijy. And an op- 

portunity for doing good onee gone is 
forever," 
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Momentous is the fact that the past 
opportunities for doing good will never 
come back. There is many a man 
here who would be willing to cut off 
his right arm if he could only bring 
back some of them. I once read of a 
father who in anger drove his son out 
of his home, The boy, on account of 
the father's bitterness, plunged Into a 
life of sin. A few years later he was 
dying in one of the London tenements. 
Just before his Jast breath was drawn 
he told the city missionary who he 
was and why he was dying. Then he 
sent to his irate parent these farewell 
words: Tell father that I could have 
died happy if he only had been willing 
to forgive me. Ask him to forgive me 
even if I am dead.” The missionary, 
as soon as he had closed the dead boy's 
eyes, went to the rich father's bomo. 
When he first met the parent and said, 
"IL have come from your boy," the fa- 
ther's rage knew no bounds, He ex- 
claimed in anger: "Don't talk to me 
about my son, I never want to see his 
face again while he is alive” But 
when the missionary said, “You will 
never see you boy's face again while 
he is alive—he is dead,” the father 
broke down and sobbed like a child. 
He then said that he did want his boy 
back. And when he heard tbe dylng 
message his remorse was greater than 
he could bear. All the remainder of 
his earthly life that father kept brood- 
ing and regretting the severity of his 
treatment of his child. But bis sorrow 
was useless. He could not bring back 
his dead boy. Ile could never undo 
the past wrong. His opportunity was 
gone and gone forever. 


The Ever Present Opportunity. 

Mr. Moody in one of his sermons de- 
scribed how a wayward son who had 
broken his mother’s beart went back 
one dark night to the bomestend. Aft- 
er roaming around the place where he 
had spent bis ehildhood be went out 
to the village graveyard. There, in the 
darkness of the night, he felt around 
the family plot until be found a new 
made grave. There he lay fiat upon 
the mound of carth, moaning and call- 
ing to the dend mother that be wanted 
her to forgive him. But her ears could 
not hear nor ber lips speak. The way- 
ward boy, who had killed her, had lost 
his opportunity im this world to receive 
her forgiveness. Oh, my friends, as 
this Pauline word“‘opportunity” means 
so much, will you not beware how you 
misuse it, bow you ill treat it, how you 
spurn the chances for Christian useful- 
ness Wich God Is ready to give to all 
his children and specially to them who 
will love and obey bim? 

But I bethmk mysedf that, as a pas- 
tor, I have today an Infinite opportu- 
nity which may never come to me 
again. I have an opportunity to pre- 
sent Jesus Christ to some young man 
or woman here who Is not a member 
of the Christian church, as were the 
friends to whom Paul wrote his Gala- 
tian letter. My brother or sister, I 
want you to come Into the fellowship 
of the Lord Jesus Christ so that you 
may have a part in these gospel oppor- 
tunities. 1 plead with you earnestly 
that you will confess Jesus Christ to- 
day and become one of his disciples, 
even though no one may have spoken 
to you of religion for many years. You 
were brought up In a Christian home, 
but when that home was broken up op 
account of your parents’ death you 
drifted away from the church and 
from the teachings you learned at 
your mother’s knee. You have not 
been to a church service for years. It 
may ‘be becagse you were coolly treat- 
ed in one of the large city churches 
when you first came to town. But 
last night when you were alone iu 
your room you took down the old fam- 
fly album. Perhaps that was the first 
time you bad looked at the book for 
months. Then you became homesick 
for the old scenes of your childhood. 
Then you opened some of your dear 
‘mother’s letters, now yellow from age. 
As you rend them the tears came to 
your eyes, yet you are a man now or a 
matured woman, but tbe tears came 
novertbelesa. And last olght before 
you went to bed you prayed just as 
you used to do when a child, That is 
the reason you are in church this 
morning. That is the reason your 
heart ts softened. That is tbe reason 
I press home the gospel to your heart 
that I may start you forth in Jesus’ 
mame to Christian service, The oppor- 
tunity for the salvation of your soul 
may never come so near to you again 
ws just at this moment. Brother, sis- 
ter, let me improve this oo 
by presenting you to the esus, 
For your dear loved ones’ sakes who 
are now among tbe redeemed will you 
take Jesus now and become his troe 
and loving disciple? Win you not here

Btate Game Warden John W. Avirett 
recently published the la ws in tabula- 
ted and compass form and in conyen- 
ient shape for the pocket. On the 
subject of licenses for non-resident 
sportsmen the pamphlet reads: 

Licenses For Nox RESIDENTS. 


"In all the counties of the State ex- 
cept Allegany non-residents are now 
compelled to secure a license before 
they can hunt. The license is issued 
by the Clerk of the Circuit Court in all 
the counties except Wicomico, where 
the County Olerk is charged with this 
work. In all of the counties not speci- 
fled below landowners or residents who 
inyite non-residents to hunt on their 
own lands or with them, in which case 
no license is required. This does not 
apply to Kent, where even if invited 
by a resident the non resident must 
take outa license, costing $5 (Acts 1894, 
Chapter 601), nor to Caroline, Dorches- 
ter (except relatives by blood or by 
marriage), Garrett, Kent (see above), 
Somerset (unless accompanied by resi 
dent), Talbot, Wicomico (unless ao 
companied by resident) and Worcester. 

Export of game is prohibited by 
State laws in the several counties: 

Wicomico and Worcester—Quail or 
partridge from both couatias consider- 
ed as one territory; penalty, $5 to $25,

IMPURITIES IN COAL. ~ 


Value of the Fuel When Converted 
Into Blast Furnace Coko. 

The purpose of wash'ng coal ts to 
free it as nearly as practicable of alt 
matter that reduces its heating en- 
pacity or has a detrimental effect upon 
the metal produced with such coal or 
with coke made from such coal. 

The impurities In con] are of two 
kinds, such as are chemically passive, 
but which do not produce heat, but, on 
the contrary, absorb heat and clog the 
openings In the grates by forming 
ashes and clinkers. They must be re- 
peatedly handled, shipped and freight 
paid for them, and are a burden all 
around. 

The other kinds of impurities are 
chiefly iron pyrites, an ore compound 
of iron and sulphur, containing as 
much as 53 per cent of the latter ele 
ment. There occurs also frequently 
some phosphorous, which remalus in 
the ashes. The sulphur and phosphor- 
ous are both injurious to the quality 
of iron produced in a blast furnace, 
and for this reason it is very Important 
that coal or coke for blast furhace use 
shall be as free from those two ele- 
ments as possible The phosphorous 
occurs 1n the ash producing matter and 
remains there unless it is given an op- 
portunity to chemically combine with 
Iron, lime or other matter for which it 
has an affinity. 

The value of furnace coke la based, 
apart from general commericial ren- 
sons, upon Ite degree of purity from 
ashes, sulphur and phosphorous. 

The ashes entering a blast furnace, 
with the coke, cannot be disposed of 
as under ordinary conditions, as, for in- 
stance, when fuel is burned upon 
grates, but it must be melted and thus 
converted into slag. But the heat in a 
blast furnace ts not sufficiently intense 
to melt the ashes, except if some other 
element is added to the charge which 
melts rend!ly and has the property of 
inducing the ashes to melt also. Such 
elements are in metallurgy called flux; 
one of the most efficient and cheapest 
is limestone, and this is used for con- 
verting not only ashes, but also all 
nonmetallic matter contained in the 
iron ore into a liquid slag. But apart 
from the quantity of flux required to 
liquify the earthy ingredients of ore, 
it takes two pounds of limestone for 
every pound of ashes brought into the 
furnace. If, in accord with this, we 
consider the amount of ashes charged 
into a furnace consuming say 800 tons 
of coke per day, and which coke con- 
tains say 10 per cent of ashes, then we 
find that the ashes charged amounts 
to thirty tons and the limestone con- 
sumed in melting the ashes is sixty 
tons, Now, assuming that the cost of 
this be $1 per ton, comprising quarry- 
ing, loading, shipping, unloading and 
charging into the furnace, there is a 
daily expenditure of $00, which is in 
round figures $22,000 per year, and 
represents 5 per cent interest on a cap- 
ital of $440,000. For this and the other 
reasons the price paid for furnace coke 
is based upon its greater or lesser free- 
dom from impurities, which Is ascer- 
tained by chemical analysis. — Mines 
and Minerals.

Ancient Bracelets Found, 

Four magnificent bracelets belonging 
to the queen of King Zer, who reigned 
nearly 5000 B. C., were among the dis- 
coveries made by Professor Petrie 
while excavating at Abydos, Egypt, 
last year. The workmanship of these 
is most ingenious and delicate. The 
finest bracelet ia formed of alternating 
plaques of gold and turquolse, each 


surmounted with the royal hawk and 


paneled to imitate the front of the 
tomb or palace, This bracelet consists 
of thirteen gold and fourteen turquoise 
plaques in the form of a facade, where- 
upon wae inscribed the name of the 
queen, The gold was worked by chisel 
and burnishing. The second bracelet 
had a centerpiece of gold, with ame- 
thyst and turquoise beads and bands of 
braided gold wire. The fastening of 
the bracelet was by loops and button 
of a hollow ball of gold, with a shank 
of gold wire fastened In it. The third 
bracelet ts of spiral bends of gold and 
lazuli, in three group& Making the 
fourth bracelet are four groups of 
hourglass beads, amethyst between 
gold, with connections of gold and tur- 
quolse. 


Opium Curse In China. 

The statement that a German rm 
has offered the Chinese government 
$15,000,000 annually for the exclusive 
rights to sell opium throughout the 
empire is significant for the evidence 
It affords of the hold which the opium 
curse bas upon the Chinese people. It 
is quite as consistent for the Germans 
to secure a monopoly of this miserable 
stuff in the future as it was for Eng- 
land to force it China in the first 
place, but in nel case is the trans- 
action creditable to a professedly 
Christian nation, says Lesiie’s Weekly.

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TALMAGE 
SERMON 


Dy Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Joffe Park Preaby- 
terian Onureh, Chicago 


Chicago, Oct. 12. — A vigorous pro- 
test against the prevalent habit of pro- 
fanity Is made by Rev. Frank De Witt 
Talmage in this sermon on tbe text 
Exodus xx, 7, “Thou shalt not take the 
name of tbe Lord thy God In valn,” 

The blasphemer's condemnation is a 
mighty theme. Its curse indirectly af- 
fects the whole human race. Bvery 
man belongs to one of two classes—el- 
ther be is a blasphemer and therefore, 
on account of his profanity, comes di- 
rectly under the condemnation of God, 
or else he belongs to that large class 
whose ears are polluted by his profane 
utterances, In which class are some 
who listen with Indifference or con- 
tempt, while others shudder with hor- 
ror as they hear the blasphemous men- 
tion of tbe name of their Master and 
King. 

No street car or factory or shop or 
camp is entirely free from this shock- 
ing plague. In our streets and public 
resorts there is dally and hourly eyb 
dence of the prevalence of this perni- 
cious habit. Not only does the hus- 
band and father swear, but his exam- 
ple ig sometimes followed by his wife 
and his son and even his little chib 
dren. Motormen swear at the trucks. 
Engineers swear at thelr fires. Boys 
bwear at thelr lessons in the school- 
room and at their baseball bats upon 
the playground. Merchants swear at 
their clerks, Employees, under their 
breath in the store and out loud when 
tbey are away from the counters, swear 
at their employers. Men swear when 
they are buying goods. Fishermen 
Swear at their hooks and lines and at 
the fish they do not catch, Commer- 
cjal travelers swear because the train 
or the hotel meal is late or because 
there is no water pitcher in the bed- 
room. Sailors swear at the ropes and 
the winds. Farmers swear at the cat- 
tle and the grain and the weather. 
Men swear at the gutter into which 
they tumble and at the wagon wheel 
which spatters them with mud. Blas- 
phemers swear when they are happy; 
they swenr when they are sad; they 
Swear at everybody and everything. 
The pecullarity of this habit of profan- 
ity is that it so permeates the blas- 
pbemer's mind and conversation that 
he gets to swear unconselously. He 
can swear automatically in the same 
way that tbe lungs ean breathe auto- 
matically or n ebild's eyelids enn open 
and shut automatically or as a speak- 
er, when he is thinking and planning 
out an address, enn walk wp and down 
his study automatically. it is about 
time that Christian. pulpato should ut- 
ter thelr protest against the universal 
evil of sacrilegious imprecation. 

Profanity is u orueb and a cowardly) 
habit, because it eheeks the holiest 
feelings and pierces the hearts of 
thousands nnd hundreds of thousands 
of Christians who are unable by law 
to stop this awfub and blood curdiing 
infamy. Only the ether day a tele- 
phone girl bad a Chieago merchant ar- 
rested and fined $20 and costs in the 
police justice court because the de- 
fendant swore at ber over tho wires 
His defense before the justice was that 
be was hungry and wanted to order 
his dinner from a neighboring restau- 
rant and that the girl in the central 
office of the telephone company would 
not give him the right connection.

The Blasphemer a Coward. 

The blaephemer is essentially a cow- 
ard, because he inflicts suffering on 
persons wbo are powerless to resist or 
retaliate, It is a bard word, but I use 
the plain, unvarnished Anglo-Saxon 
word which describes the cowardly act.

But though Kazlitt Arvine gives in- 
cident, after incident where the con- 
demning” wrath of God has Instantly 
slain the blasphemer, none of them 
ever made such an ‘impression upon 
my mind as that which happened some 
years ago practically under my ow 
eyes. We were then stopping in Eliza- 
bethtown, among the Adirondack 
mountains. One afternoon a fearful 
thunderstorm came up. Before the 
tempest broke it was almost black as 
night. The air became so still that 
even the leaves ceased to rustle. Na- 
ture was silent, save bere and there 
when we heard a frightened bird twit- 
ter as she flew away to her nest and 
young. Then the winds begun to blow, 
and those great trees began to groan 
and bend like monstrous buman Lao- 
Coons with thelr children in the fatal 
grip of a destroying serpent dragging 
them down. Then the heavens became 
at times like great rivers of fire. The 
lightning struck the earth again and 
again, The golden grain, Uke a wound- 
ed and dying deer, bent the knee and 
pillowed the head in the mud. Every- 
where were the awful, terrific exhibi- 
tions of a supernatural power. Amid 
this battle scene of the elements a 
party of men were gathered in a barn 
but a short distance from the hotel 
piazsa, In that company was an in- 
fidel, a blaspheming scoffer. When the 
conversation turned upon the power of 
God, be arose and said, “Even in this 
storm I am not afraid to defy God.“ 
He stepped to the open barn door and 
raised his arins as he cried: "Curso 
God! Strike if you dare!” Immediately 
there was a flash, and the blasphemer 
fell dead. The God who had uttered the 
words of my text had beard. God in 
one stroke of the unsheathed sword of 
fire made tbat blasphemer answer for 
his crime. Oh, my profane brother and 
sister, as the doom of the blaspbemer 
sooner or later 1s bound to come, dare 
you today curse God? Dare you lon- 
ger defy his will? 

To Save the Blasphemer. 

I have written this sermon upon the 
blasphemer’s condemnation for two 
purposes. The first ia, I want to make 
the blasphemer realize his awful dan- 
ger and, by the grace of God, to rescue 
him if possible from the awful de 
struction toward which he is heading. 
I want to rescue him, by the grace of 
God, because, my brother, you will 
never be emancipated from this sinful 
habit of profanity unless you seek di- 
vine help. After you have been a pro- 
fane man for many years your pro- 
fanity becomes a part of yourself. 
You are bound to this evil babit .by 
links stronger tban steel, Elon Foster 
tells us that there was once a godly 
man who for thirty years bad lived a 
consistent Christian life who was 
taken seriously Ul. During his deliri- 
ous sickness be swore all the time. He 
swore because the evil habit which he 
practiced In his youthful days was 
still lying dormant in his subconscious 
memory. So. my profane brother, 1f 
you wish to be emancipated from this 
ain of profanity you must pray*to God 
for help. You must plead and pray 
for divine belp to resist this evil habit 
to the day of your denth. You must 
pray not only for the forglveness of 
your past profanities, but you must 
also pray that God will keep your lips 
pure from ever uttering another blas- 
phemous word. 

The second reason why | preach this 
sermon is to rally all Christian people 
to the support of a new interdenomina- 
tional society, which has just been 
formed to war against the sin of pro- 
fanity. ! believe this society has as 
great a mission as the Christian En- 
deavor society, the Brotherhood of An- 
drew and Philip or any of the other In- 
terdenominational societies which are 
binding together the Christian people 
of the land. This society is called the 
Antiprofanity league. Rev. John L. 
Withrow, D. D, an ex-moderator of 
the general assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian church and the present pastor of 
the famous Park Street church, Bos- 
ton, bas thrown the weight of his in- 
fluence into it amd accepted the presi- 
dency. The object of this society lu to 
rally all Christian people together to 
oppose this universal evil, That soci- 
ety will furnish you tracts; it will 
teach you what to do and what to say 
fn the unrelenting war which bereafter 
we must all pledge ourselves to wage. 
That society called the Antiprofanity 
league will arouse your holy enthual- 
asm if you will only let It Oh, my 
brother, will you ask God for help and 
consecrate your life to overcome the 
worldwide sin of blasphemy as well as 
all the other kind of sins which are 
striving to destroy the throne of right- 
cousness and are defying your Master 
tnd King? Lord God of the past, help 
us to make thy Son's name bonored 
and worshiped all round this blasphent 
ing. cursing and Holy Spirit defying 
world—around this world which more

TO VOTE ON LIQUOR. 


By Thursday,s Court, Contained 440 
Names. Further Devio pments. 


The Ciromit Court on last Thursday 
ordered & special election on the liquor 
question in Salisbury District, the ord- 
er being the outcome of a hearing upon 
the new petition filed last Saturday. 

The Gourt was in session al! the fore- 
noon and a portion of the afternoon, 
the larger part of the on being con- 
sumed in argument by l of & 
motion to ‘dismiss the petition on a 
number of technical grounds, made by 
the attorneys for the objectors. The 
Court, Judges Lloyd and Holland on 
the bench, overruled the motion, and 
decided that the petition being entirely 
verified by affidavit, and containing 
the names of 440 registered qualified 
voters of Salisbury Election District, 
presented a prima facie case, and unless 
cause should immediately be shown to 
the contrary, the order must issue. This, 
the respondents were unable to do, 
whereupon the Court forthwith grant- 
od the order requiring the election to 
be held, as prayed for in the petition. 

As in the former case, Messrs. Elmer 
H. Walton and John H. Handy appear- 
ed tor the petitioners and Messrs. Sam- 
uel R. Douglass and Miles & Stanford 
for the objectors. 

On Friday morning mandamus pro- 
ceedings were resorted to, to compel the 
Supervisors of Flection to prepare the 
officia! ballots so as to submit the ques- 
tion to voters of the District, the Court 
granting the order upon the Supervie- 
orsas prayed. The attorneysfor the 
objectors immediately noted an appeal 
and will prosecute the case in the Ap- 
pellate Court of Maryland. 

It.is the present intention of the ob- 
jeotors to bring the case before the 
higher Court between the present and 
the day of election.

RURAL MAIL BOXES. 


Ellis, of Sharptowa, Pined $25. for Pirgt 
Offense. Waralag. 


James Ellis, of Sharptown, Wicomi- 
oo county, was fined $25 last week by 
Judge Morris, in the United States Dia 
trict Court, for destroying rural free 
delivory boxes on route No. 1, in. Dor 
chester county, between Vienna and 
Walnut Landing, August 22 last, 

The case was investigated by Postot- 
fice Inspector William J. Maxwell, 
who swore out the warrant for Ellis’ 
arrest. In imposing the fine Judge 
Morris said: 

"The offence of wantonly defacing 
aud destroying rural free delivery boxes 
is reported to me (strange as it would 
seem to any ordinary mind) to be not 
uncommon in country districts. It is 
an offence which brings great annoy- 
ance to those depending on the rural 
free delivery for their letters, and is an 
outrageous abuse of property devoted 
to the convenience of the public. The 
penalty prescribed by the act of Con 
gress may be a fine of $1000, or three 
years’ imprisonment. 

"In any case that comes before me 
after this warning I shall feel it my 
duty to deal severely with the culprit. 
As this is the first case brought before 
me, and the offender has pleaded gu 

d expressed contrition, he will let 
off with a fine of $25, but future cases 
will be dealt with severely.”

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ost thrilling Incidents of Bible his- 
ory Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage 
draws lessons for the life of today; 
text, Daniel v, 27, “Thou art welghed 
In the balances and found wanting." 
These words were spoken In the royal 
banquet hall of the most famous capi- 
tal in the east. This is Babylon—beau- 
tiful, licentious, corrupt, luxurious, 
shameless Babylon; Babylon the pride 
of the Chaldeans; Babylon the wonder 
of the world! 

Ctesias tells us that Babylon was 
sixty miles square. That means its 
area was more than one-third the size 
of the modern city of London, the Eng- 
lish beehive, with its 5,000,000 inbabit- 
ants. It was of such vast wealth that 
within its central temple was an idol 
made of solid gold, which alone was 
worth over $200,000,000. Its surround- 
ing walls were 365 feet high and wide 
enough to allow four charioteers to 
drive thelr sixteen chargers abreast 
upon the top of them, while the moon 
shimmered upon 250 watch towers and 
Upped with light the spears of hundreds 
of sentinels and shone upon a hundred 
gates of solid brass, which swung open 
to let friends in and clanged shut to 
keep enemies out. 

Standing upon the helghts of the fa- 
mous hanging gardens, which Nebu- 

chadnezzar, tbe king who had courted 
Amytis among the hills of Ecbatana, 
had thrown up to humor a whim of 
bis queen, we can see off in the dis- 
tance the mighty river Euphrates flow- 
Ing through the midst of the metropolis 
and cutting the city In twain. Along 
the wharfs of the river were dally 
heard the cries of the sailors unloading 
from the ships cargoes of merchandise 
and foodstuffs, as well as the gold and 
silver and myrrh and precious stones 
imported from other landa In the cen- 
ter of the capital we can also see where 
the engineers had gathered the wa- 
ters of this mighty river into a large 
artificial lake forty miles square. This 
lake was wide enough and deep enough 
to harbor all the modern navies of the 
world. In it all these ships of war 
could drop their anchors, fold thelr 
white sails and float side by side in 
peace. 

The boulevards of this ancient city 
were plllared with statuary. The 
streets encircled the busy marts where 
merchants wrangled for barter and 
gain or led down to the magnificent 
bridges which spanned the river. These 
bridges were flanked with palaces, 
where beauty and wealth loitered away 
the lazy hours or sang themselves to 
sleep, cradled in the graceful gondolaa, 
which gently pressed the waters Into 
ripples or contemptuously tumbled the 
foam from off their crested breasts 
Everywhere artesian wells tossed up 
the waters into fountains, shining 
through which the sun arched the 
flowers with rainbows, while birds of 
brilliant bue, whose ancestors had been 
brought from tropical climes, stopped 
their singing long enough to quench 
their thirst or to cleanse their gorgeous 
plumage. There in the evening hour 
these fountains lifted up thelr lips, 
while their cheeks blusbed into a deep 
red for the good night kiss of the set- 
ting sun. 

The Feast of Belshazzar. 

But we must burry on tonight and 
not linger over the scenic delights of 
this famous capital, for 1 am going to 
lead you into tbe royal banquet ball, 
where Belshazzar, the king of tbe Chal. 
deans, Is giving a great feast to a thou- 
sand lords of biş kingdom. He is giv- 
ing this feast tonight in a hall deco- 
rated with the tropbles of conquest and 
the triumph of art, with the alr 
rhythmic with song and redolent with 
incense, with the faces of his dead an- 
cestors pictured upon the walls or 
chiseled by the sculptors in marble of 
purest white, He is giving this feast 
in a banquet hall where the sandaled 
foot strikes mosale floor or sinks inta 
softest rug; where, under the light, the 
Precious stones sparkle and gleam as 
the jeweled hand of an aristocrat 
pushes back the tapestry or lifts the 
golden chalice to the lip. The king is 
giving this drunken feast to show his 
contempt for the besieging army of 
Cyrus the Great, which for nearly two 
long years had frultiess!y laid siege to 
his capital, that seemed impregnable. 

But at last, in this banquet ball, at 
this famous feast, when the intoxicat- 
ed eye became more brillant than the 
diamonds glittering upon the naked 
throats of the assembled guests and 
the flushed cheek redder than the wine 
cup, there appears a marvelous sight, 
Out of space there stretches a band— 
au armless, bodiless hand—and with 
the finger of this strange hand for ù 
pen a hidden power writes there ‘awful 
werds of doom upop the wall of that 
banquet ball. It is to interpret one of 
those words, “tekek” which means 
"thou art welghed to the balances and 
art found wanting,” that I am today 
preaching thie sermon. I preach upon 
this one word because these fatal five 

letters announced to Belshazzar, the 
"king of the Chaldeans, that night that. 
he bad to die. 

God's balances always bave accord- 
ant weights. He weighs every man 
according to the work which he has 
given him to do. He weighs every 
man in proportion to the religious op- 
portunities that hnve surrounded his 
past life. He weighs every man with 
reference to the Christian home in 
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‘weighs a man not only With regard to 

wa sins of commission, but also as to 

what he might have accomplished for 

God had he applied himself for his DI- 

vine Master as be should have done. 
The Scales of God. 

When God in this royal banquet hall 
of Babylon held bigh the balances with 
which he welghed Belshazzar, the king 
of the Chaldeans, God welghed that 
Ute by a standard entirely different 


| from that with which he would weigh 


the life of an ignorant, brutal African 
cannibal, taught the days of his 
youth that it was right and honorable 
to eat the roasted flesh of his captives 
and slaves God placed in one of the 
scales of his balances all Belshazzar’s 
infinite opportunities for doing good as 
the mighty ruler of the wealt cap- 
ital of the east. God placed in that 
one scale all Belshazzar's opportunities 
for knowing and learning about the 
true God and his divine love, Bel 
shazzar was not, as some suppose, the 
heathen ruler of a heathen nation. He 
was the grandson of the Nebuchadnez- 
zar whose famous prime minister was 
Daniel the mighty man of God. In 
all probability he had heard from Dan- 
lel'S own lips the commandments of 
the God of the Jews, and how that 
God had protected the prophet and 
closed the mouths of the hungry wild 
beasts when his servant was thrown 
into the lions’ den. Daniel, at the time 
of which I speak, was about eighty 
years of age. He could have testified 
and in all probability did testify to 
Belshazzar how the love of the true 
God had cared’ for his believing child, 
now for nearly fourscore years 80 
the word written on the wall of that 
banquet hall was the record of a test. 
Belshazzar's opportunities of leading a 
godly life had been placed in one scale, 
and when the evil effects of the life 
he did lead were put in the other scale 
it had gone down Uke a flash. That 
was the inevitable result. He had been 
weighed in the balances and found 
wanting. 

My brother and sister, are you ready 
to let God hold aloft the same balances 
with which he welghed Belshazzar’s 
life in the royal banquet hall of Baby- 
lon? Are you ready to let him weigh 
the results of your life? “Oh, no,” 
you answer; “my life is nothing to 
what it ought to be, when I think of 
my past religious bringing up. No one 
had a better and more consecrated 
Christian mother than I have had. No 
one today has a more consecrated pray- 
ing wife than 1 have. Every night 
even my little children pray for me 
and yet I am unwilling to pray for 
myself or do what 1 ought to do.” If 
all this be true, then, my brother, how 
are you to escape the doom of him 
who sat in Babylon's banquet hall? 
You are being weighed in the balances 
and found wanting. 

The Inffiuence of Prayer. 

It is an awful and heartrending sight 
to see a man stand up and confess that 
he has crushed out of bis heart the re- 
ligious influences which surrounded his 
early life. I once beard of an old man 
Who arose in a great religious meeting 
and, facing the audience, sald sub- 
stantially this: “Oh, my friends, I beg 
of you not to fight against the infu- 
ences of the prayers that have been 
uttered in your behalf. If you do, you 
will live to regret it, as I have done. 
I was brought up in a Christian home. 
After I came to the city my business 
grew so rapidly that 1 drifted away 
from church and from the Bible and 
the family altar. I bad a little daugh- 
ter who was the Idol of my life. She 
was at that time accustomed almost 
every evening to go to a nelghbor's 
bouse I reproved her two or three 
times and at last whipped her for go- 
ing. That nigbt she was taken sick, 
and wben she was flushed with the fe- 
ver sbe called me to her side and said: 
‘Papa, don't think I did wrong be- 
cause I wished to go over to Mr, Bo- 
and-so’s house. I went there for you. 
(You used to have family prayers, but 
somehow you are too busy now to have 
them, and my little scboolmate's papa 
always has family prayers, " sald the 
old man, with tears streaming down 
his cheeks. “My little daughter had 
to tell that to me, who had once been 
rocked in a Christian cradle and reared 
in a Christian home. She had to tell 
that to me, a sinful man, when she 
herself was about to take the long 
journey over the river of death, from 
which no traveler ever returns“ If 
you, O sinful man, fight against the 
religious Influences of your past life, 
you, like the aged, broken hearted par- 
ent, will live to regret it When God 
holds high his balan be is going to 
weigh us in reference our religious 
opportunities, as he did when be welgh- 
ed the sinful life of Belshazzar, the 
king of the Chaldeana 

God's balances weigh every individ- 
val life irrespective of the conduct of 
other people. It was no availing ex 
cuse for Belshazzar to say that he 
ought not to be weighed in God's bal- 
ances and found wanting while there 
were a thousand other drunken lords 
of the Babylonish capital intoxicated 
in the royal banquet ball. It was no 
legitimate excuse for the eastern ruler 
to raise, that his immoral, infamous 
ways did not call for more severe con- 
demnation than those of bundreds of 
eastern royal aristocrats who were 
loathsome with the same cancerous 
sins. And yet there are thousands of 
füagraot sinners today who foolishly 
think that God will overlook and par- 
don thefr evil practices merely because 
they are no worse than their next door 
neighbors, no worse than the people 

ith whom they come iu dally con- 
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ing lis opportunity, turned aside the 
course of the river Euphrates and in 
the early hours of the morning marched 
along that river bed, under the great 
bronze gates and along the great boule- 
vards, until at last his soldiers, with 
drawn swords, broke into that banquet 
hall and changed the waasall of wine 
into a carnival of blood. So, my broth- 
er, at the very time when you feel you 
are most secure and can sin with the 
greatest safety, God is watching your 
secret sin and he is decreeing that you 
must die. Oh, man of sinful habit, 
hearing tonight of Belshazzar's ban- 
quet hall, do you not feel that you can 
never escape the scrutiny of God's all 
seeing eye, never be independent of 
his inexorable scales? 

While we live God's balances are 
never put away. His all seeing eye is 
never shut. Just before the battle of 
Borr, Frederick the Great gave an em 
phatic order that every light should be 
put out and that no soldier should’ even 
have a candle lighted in his tent. That 
night the great Prussian general, as 
was his custom, went prowling around 
his camps to verify with his own eyes 
whether his orders were obeyed. See- 
ing a light in a solüler's tent, he crept 
up and looked im There he saw a sol- 
dier with a lighted candle hidden be- 
neath his Knapsack writing a letter, 
All that Frederick the Great sald was 
this: “Young man, add a postscript to 
that letter which you have just writ- 
ten. Say: ‘Goodby forever. I have 
disobeyed my king’s commands in or- 
der to write this letter, and by the or- 
der of King Frederick I shall be shot 
tomorrow." As Frederick the Great 
always kept his eye on his troops, 
God's all seeing eye is always watch- 
ing us, even in the most secret of 
places. He watches us in the most 
sacred places of our chambers, in the 
office, when we go down the street, 
wherever we may be. No sin is a se- 
cret sin to God. He knows all and sees 
all. The.same divine scales that 
weighed the sinful life of Belshazzar 
in the banquet hall of the Babylonisb 
capital are continually weighing us, no 
matter where we may be. 

Sins Balanced by Atonement. 

But, though God's balances may be 
condemning scales for the Belshazzars 
of sin, they may also become scales of 
salvation for every immortal soul that 
avails itself of Christ's atonement. It 
is not now a question of how many 
sing may be piled into the right scale, 
but rather of whether we are willing 
to place the atoning crosa In the left. 
Though the sins of God's wayward 
children may be mountains high and 
seas deep, yet that cross is able to out- 
weigh them all. In the Philadelphia 
mint can be seen a pair of scales so 
perfectly adjusted that if a speck of 
dirt falls into one of the scales or a fly 
walks acroes the oalancing bar over- 
hanging it that scale will sink. God's 
scales are perfectly adjusted spiritual- 
ly. No matter how many or how great 
our sins may be, if we once place the 
cross of Jesus Christ into the scale op- 
posite to that which is piled high with 
our sins, we shall then be weighed In 
the balances and not found wanting. 

What a blessed and transporting 
thought this should be, that we can 
have all our sins outweighed! We 
would not dare for one instant to 
preach a sermon upon God's balances 
at Belshazzar's feast unless we could 
place the greatest emphasis upon this 
idea. It would be appalling to depict 
the horror of a sipnper's eternity, unless 
at the samo time we could offer a par- 
don for all sins to all people if they 
would only all be willing to be cleansed 
of their sins in the blood of the Lamb. 
I once read of a dramatic scene where 
there was not enough physical salva- 
tion to go around. It was on the deck 
of the United States man-of-war Tren- 
ton during the famous cyclone In the 
Bamoan harbor a few years ago. Every 
officer and sallor had divested himself 
of all his outer garments because every 
moment they expected the buge ship 
to go down, as many of the other ves- 
mela had already been engulfed be 
fore their eyes. But though every man 
was making all the necessary prepara- 
tions he could forwhat seemed the inev- 
itable plunge there was one life pre 
server for which no one seemed to bave 
any particular use It was tbe only 
life preserver on board aud nobody 
wanted to take it and live and let bis 
companions die. A sailor handed it up 
to the executive officer. The executive 
officer would not put It on, but banded 
it to the captain. The captain in turn 
handed it to the admiral The admiral 
refusing to put it on this life preserver 
was carelessly thrown across the rail 
of the bridge. “There it hung,” said 
an eyewitness, “a glowing tribute 
courage of-

The Lesson of the Feast. 


. To me Belshazzar's feast is 
better described by the artist by whom 
I saw it pictured at Buffalo, N. X., in 
the world’s fair of 1001. Ushered into 
& dark room, we sat tbere awhlle 1n 
total darkness. Then, by the magical 
‘effects of lights, it slowly became 
brighter and brighter, until, upon tie 
side of the wall, we could see dim fig- 
ures begin to form themselves. They 
looked at first like hideous phantoms, 
Then, as it became lighter and lighter 
until the whole room glowed with 
light, we saw the inside of a huge 
palace, There were the broad staira 
leading upward; There were the 
bodies of men and women lylng pros- 
trate upon the floor, amid overturned 
tables aud spilled decanters and 
broken furniture. It was a scene of 
grandeur, but also a scene of filthy 
bestialities, In the center of the stair» 
énse stood the horrified king, with 
strained eyes looking at the letters of 
fire burning themselves into the wall, 
while off in the distance could be seen 
the Persian soldiers with drawn 
swords, ready to dilute the spilled wine 
with human gore and to change the 
floor into a reservoir of blood. Then 
the lights of the room began to dim, 
abd it grew darker and darker and 
blacker and blacker until at last it 
seemed as though we were incarcer- 
ated in the dungeons of the eternally 
lost and the destroyed.

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TALMAGE 
SERMON 


^ By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
torian Ohurch, Chicago 


Chicago, Oct, 20.—From one of the 
most thrilling incidents of Bible his- 
tory Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage 
draws lessons for the life of today; 
text, Daniel v, 27, Thou art weighed 
In the balances and found wanting." 

These words were spoken In the royal 
banquet hall of the most famous capi- 
tal In the east. This is Babylon—beau- 
tiful, licentious, corrupt, luxurious, 
shameless Babylon; Babylon the pride 
of the Chaldeans; Babylon the wonder 
of the world! 

Ctesias tells us that Babylon was 
sixty miles square. That means its 
area was more than one-third the size 
of the modern city of London, the Eng- 
lish beehive, with its 5,000,000 inbabit- 
ants. It was of such vast wealth that 
within its central temple was an idol 
made of solid gold, which alone was 
worth over $200,000,000. Its surround- 
Ing walls were 365 feet high and wide 
enough to allow four charioteers to 
drive their sixteen chargers abreast 
upon the top of them, while the moon 
shimmered upon 250 watch towers and 
tipped with light the spears of hundreds 
of sentinels and shone upon a hundred 
gates of solid brass, which swung open 
to let friends in and clanged sbut to 


mous hanging gardens, which Nebu- 
chadnezzar, the king who had courted 
Amytis among the hills of Ecbatana, 
had thrown up to humor a whim of 
his queen, we can see off in the dis- 
tance the mighty river Euphrates flow- 
ing through the midst of the metropolis 
and cutting the city in twain, Along 
the wharfs of the river were daily 
heard the cries of the sailors unloading 
from the ships cargoes of merchandise 
and foodstuffs, as well as the gold and 
silver and myrrh and precious stones 
imported from other lands. In the cen- 
ter of the capital we can also see where 
the engineers had gathered the wa- 
ters of this mighty river into a large 
artificial lake forty miles square. This 
lake was wide enough and deep enough 
to harbor all the modern navies of the 
world. In it all these ships of war 
could drop their anébors, fold their 
white sails and float side by side in 
peace. 

The boulevards of this ancient city 
were plllared with statuary. The 
streets encircled the busy marts where 
merchants wrangled for barter and 
gain or led down to the magnificent 
bridges which spanned the river. These 
bridges were (üanked with palaces, 
where beauty and wealth loftered away 
the lazy hours or sang themselves to 
sleep, cradled tn the graceful gondolaa, 
which gently pressed the waters Into 
ripples or contemptuously tumbled the 
foam from off their crested breasts. 
Everywhere artesian wells tossed up 
the waters into fountains, shining 
through which the sun arched the 
flowers with rainbows, while birds of 
brilliant hue, whose ancestors had been 
brought from tropical climes, stopped 
their singing long enough to quench 
their thirst or to cleanse their gorgeous 
plumage. There in the evening hour 
these fountains lifted up thelr Ups, 
while their cheeks blusbed into a deep 
red for the good night kias of the set- 
ting sun. 

The Feast of Delshaszar, 

But we must burry on tonight and 
not linger over the scenic delights of 
this famous capital, for I am going to 
lead you into the royal banquet hall, 
where Belshazzar, the king of the Chal- 
deans, 1s giving a great feast to a thou- 
sand lords of his kingdom. He is giv- 
ing this feast tonight In a hall deco- 
rated with the tropbles of conquest and 
the triumph of art, with the air 
rhythmic with song and redolent with 
incense, with the faces of his dead an- 
cestors pictured upon the walls or 
chiseled by the sculptors in marble of 
purest white, He la giving this feast 
in a banquet hall where the sandaled 
foot strikes mosale foor or sinks inta 
softest rug; where, under the light, the 
precious stones sparkle and gleam as 
the jeweled hand of an aristocrat 
pushes back the tapestry or lifts the 
golden chalice to the lip. The king 1s 
giving this drunken feast to show his 
contempt for the besieging army of 
Cyrus the Great, which for nearly two 
long years bad fruitiessly laid slege to 
his capital, that seemed impregnable. 

But at last, in this banquet ball, at 
this famous feast, when the intoxicat- 
ed eye became more brilBant than the 
diamonds glittering upon the naked 
throats of the assembled guests and 
the flushed cheek redder than the wine 
cup, there appears a marvelous sight, 
Out of space there stretches a band— 
an armless, bodiless hand—and with 
the foger of this strange hand for à 
pen a hidden "power writes there‘awful 
werds of doom upoo the wall of that 
banquet ball. It ts to Interpret one of 
those words, "tekel"" which means 
"thou art weigbed to the balances and 
art found wnpting" that | am today 
preaching this sermon. I preach upon 
this one word because these fatal five 
letters announced to Belshazzar, the 
king of the Chaldeans, that night that 
ho bad to dle. 

God's balances always have accord 
ant weights.

The Scales of God. 

When God 1n this royal banquet hall 
of Babylon held high the balances with 
which he weighed Belshazzar, thé king 
of the Chaldeans, God weighed that 
life by a standard entirely different 


| from that with which he would weigh 


the life of an ignorant, brutal African 
cannibal, taught from the days of ‘his 
youth that it was right and honorable 
to eat the roasted flesh of his captives 
and slaves, God placed in one of the 
scales of his balances all Belshazznr's 
infinite opportunities for doing good as 
the mighty ruler of the weal cap- 
ital of the east. God placed in that 
one scale all Belshazzar's opportunities 
for knowing and learning &bout the 
true God and his divine love,  Bel- 
shazzar was not, as some suppose, the 
heathen ruler of a heathen nation. He 
was the grandson of the Nebuchadnez- 
zar whose famous prime minister was 
Daniel, the mighty man of God. In 
all probability he had heard from Dan- 
lel'Ss own lips the commandments of 
the God of the Jews, and how that 
God had protected the prophet and 
closed the mouths of the hungry wild 
beasts when his servant was thrown 
into the lions’ den. Daniel, at the time 
of which I speak, was about eighty 
years of age, He could have testified 
and in all probability did testify to 
Belshazzar how the love of the true 
God had cared for his believing child, 
now for nearly fourscore years., 80 
the word written on the wall of that 
banquet hall was the record of a test. 
Belshazzar’s opportunities of leading a 
godly life had been placed 1n one scale, 
and when the evil effects of the life 
he did lead were put in the other scale 
It bad gone down Uke a flash. That 
was the inevitable result. He had been 
weighed in the balances and found 
wanting. 

My brother and sister, are you ready 
to let God hold aloft the same balances 
with which he weighed Belshazzar’s 
life in the royal banquet hall of Baby- 
lon? Are you ready to let him weigh 
the results of your life? “Oh, no,” 
you answer; "my life 1s nothing to 
what it ought to be, when I think of 
my past religious bringing up. No one 
bad a better and more consecrated 
Christian motber than I have had. No 
one today has a more consecrated pray- 
ing wife than ] have, Every night 
even my little children pray for me 
and yet I am unwilling to pray for 
myself or do what 1 ought to do.” If 
all this be true, then, my brother, how 
are you to escape the doom of him 
who sat in Babylon's banquet hall? 
You are being weighed in the balances 
and found wanting. 

The Influence of Prayer. 

It 1s an awful and henrtrending sight 
to see a man stand up and confess that 
he has crushed out of his heart the re- 
ligious influences which surrounded his 
early life. I once heard of an old man 
who aroge in a great religious meeting 
and, facing the audience, sald sub- 
stantially this: “Oh, my friends, I beg 
of you not to fight against the influ- 
ences of the prayers that have been 
uttered in your behalf. If you do, you 
will live to regret it, as I have done. 
I was brought up lu a Christian home. 
After I came to the city my business 
grew so rapidly that I drifted away 
from church and from the Bible and 
the family altar. I had a little daugh- 
ter who was the Idol of my life. She 
was at that time accustomed almost 
every evening to go to a neighbor's 
house. I reproved her two or three 
times and at last whipped ber for go- 
ing. That night she was taken sick, 
and when she was flushed with the fe- 
ver she called me to ber side and said: 
‘Papa, don't think I did wrong be- 
couse I wished to go over to Mr. Bo 
and-so’s house, I went there for you. 
Xou used to have family prayers, but 
somehow you are too busy now to have 
them, and my little schoolmate’s papa 
always bas family prayers, " said the 
old man, with tears streaming down 
his cheeks. "My little daugbter had 
to tell that to me, who had once been 
rocked in a Christian cradle and reared 
in a Christian home, She had to tell 
that to me, a sinful man, when she 
herself was about to take the long 
journey over the river of death, from 
which no traveler ever returns.” If 
you, O sinful man, fight against the 
religious Influences of your past life, 
you, Uke the aged, broken hearted par- 
ent, will live to regret i, When God 
holds high his balan be la going to 
weigh us in reference our religious 
opportunities, as be did when he weigh- 
ed the sinful life of Belshazzar, the 
„king of the Chaldeans 

God's balances^welgh every individ- 
ual life irrespective of the conduct of 
other people. It was no availing ex- 
cuse for Belshazzar to say that he 
ought not to be weighed In God's bal- 
ances and found wanting while there 
were a thousand other drunken lords 
of the Babylonish capital intoxicated 
in the royal banquet ball. It was no 
legitimate excuse for the eastern ruler 
to raise, that his immoral, infamous 
ways did not call for more severe con- 
demnation than those of hundreds of 
eastern royal aristocrats who were 
loathsome with the same cancerous 
sins. And yet there are thousands of 
flagrant sinners today who foolishly 
think that God will overlook and par- 
don thelr evil practices merely because 
they are po worse than their next door 
neighbors, no worse than tbe people 

ith whom they come in dally con-

mitted, regardless of what others ba 


You Must He Weighed. 

God's balances weigh every Indiyid- 
ual at the times when he feels inde- 
pendent of God as well as when he 
feels dependent upon the divine mercy. 
Never in all his life did Belshazzar 
consider himself more independent of 
his enemies than on the occasion of 
this sinful feast, The capital of Baby- 
lon was stocked with provisions enough 
to supply the city for many years. The 
battering rams of the besieging army 
had made no impression at all upon 
the bronzed gates. The walls were too 
high to scale. For two long years the 
Persian hosts had been conducting a 
futile siege, But history tells that on 
the night of this famous feast, while 
the king and his princes and a thousand 
aristocratic lords of his kingdom were 
drinking themselves drunk, Cyrus, seo- 
ing lis opportunity, turned aside the 
course of the river Euphrates and in 
the early hours of the morning marched 
along that river bed, under the great 
bronze gates and along the great boule- 
vards, until at last his soldiers, with 
drawn eworda, broke Into that banquet 
hall and changed the wassall of wine 
into a carnival of blood. 80, my broth- 
er, at the very time when you feel you 
are most secure and can sin with the 
greatest safety, God is watching your 
secret sin and he is decreeing that you 
must die. Oh, man of sinful habit, 
hearing tonight of Belshazzar’s an- 
quet hall, do you not feel that you can 
never escape the scrutiny of God's all 
seeing eye, never be independent of 
his inexorable scales? 

While we live God's balances are 
never put away. His all seeing eye 1s 
never shut. Just before the battle of 
Borr, Frederick the Great gave an em- 
phatic order that every light should be 
put out and that no soldier should even 
have a candle lighted In his tent. That 
night the great Prussian general, as 
was his custom, went prowling around 
his camps to verify with his own eyes 
whether his orders were obeyed. See- 
ing a light in a soldier’s tent, he crept 
up and looked In, There he saw a sol- 
dier with a lighted candle hidden be- 
neath his knapsack writing a letter, 
All that Frederick the Great sald was 
this: “Young man, add a postscript to 
that letter which you have just writ- 
ten. Bay: ‘Goodby forever. I have 
disobeyed my king’s commands in or- 
der to write this letter, and by the or- 
der of King Frederick I shall be shot 
tomorrow.'" As Frederick the Great 
always kept his eye on his troops, 
God's all seeing eye is always watch- 
ing us, even in the most secret of 
places He watches us in the most 
sacred places of our chambers, in the 
office, when we go down the street, 
wherever we may be. No sin is a se 
cret sin to God. He knows all and sees 
nl. The same divine scales that 
welghed the sinful life of Belshazzar 
in the banquet hall of the Babylonish 
capital are continually weighing ua, no 
matter where we may be. 

Bins Balanced by Atonement. 

But, though God's balances may be 
condemning scales for the Belshazzars 
of sin, they may also me scales of 
salvation for every immortal soul that 
avails itself of Christ's atonement. It 
is not now a question of how many 
sins may be piled into tbe right scale, 
but rather of whether we are willing 
to place the atoning cross lu the left. 
Though the sins of God's wayward 
children may be mountains high and 
sens deep, yet that croes is able to out- 
weigh them all. In the Philadelphia 
mint can be seen a pair of scales so 
perfectly adjusted that if a speck of 
dirt falla into one of the scales or a fy 
walks across the oalancing bar over- 
hanging it that scale will sink. God's 
scales are perfectly adjusted spiritual- 
ly. No matter how many or how great 
our sins may be, If we once place the 
cross of Jesus Christ into the scale op- 
posite to that which is piled high with 
our sins, we shall then be weighed in 
the balances and not found wanting. 

What a blessed and transporting 
thought this should be, that we can 
have all our sins outweighed! We 
would not dare for one instant to 
preach a sermon upon God's balances 
at Belshazzar's feast unless we could 
place the greatest emphasis upon this 
idea. It would be appalling to depict 
the horror of a sinper's eternity, unless 
at the same time we could offer a par 
don for all sins to all people if they 
would only all be willing to be cleansed 
of their sins 1n the blood of the Lamb. 
I once read of a dramatic scene where 
thero was not enough physical salva- 
tion to go around. It was on tbe deck 
of the United States man-of-war Tren-“ 
ton during the famous cyclone In the 
Samoan barbor a few years ago. Every 
officer and sallor had divested himself 
of all his outer garments because every 
moment they expected the huge ship 
to go down, as many of the other ves- 
sels had already been engulfed be 
fore their eyes. But though every man 
was making all the necessary prepara- 
tions he could forwhat seemed the Inev- 
itable plunge there was ove life pre 
server for which no one seemed to bave 
any particular we. it was the only 
life preserver on board and nobody 
wanted to take it and live and let his 
companions die. A sailor banded it up 
to the executive officer, The executive 
officer would not put it on, but banded 


The Lesson of the Feast. 

But 1n all that vast throng there was 
many a sad heart, many a hopeless 
despair. To me Belshazzar's feast 1s 
better described by the artist by whom 
I saw it pictured at Buffalo, N. Y., in 
the world's fair of 1901. Ushered into 
a dark room, we sat there awhile in 
total darkness. Then, by the magical 
effects of lights, it slowly became 
brighter and brighter, until, upon the 
aide of the wall, we could see dim fig- 
ures begin to form themselves. They 
looked nt first like hideous phantoms. 
Then, as it became lighter and lighter 
until the whole room glowed with 
light, we saw the inside of a huge 
palace, There were the broad stairs 
leading upward. There were the 
bodies of men and women lying pros- 
trate upon the floor, amid overturned 
tables and spilled decanters and 
broken furniture. It was a scene of 
grandeur, but also a scene of filthy 
bestialities, In the center of the stair» 
case stood the horrified king, with 
strained eyes looking at the letters of 
fire burning themselves into the wall, 
while off 1n the distance could be seen 
the Persian soldiers with drawn 
swords, ready to dilute the spilled wine 
with human gore and to change the 
floor into a reservoir of blood. Then 
the lights of the room began to dim, 
and it grew darker and darker and 
blacker and blacker until at last it 
seemed as though we were incarcer- 
ated in the dungeons of the eternally 
lost and the destroyed. 

Bo when the would be sinner would 
enter the banquet hall of sin he al- 
wuys goes there at first like one grop- 
ing about in the darkness, as fearing 
that he may be walking upon the edge 
of a precipice. He enters with horror 
and trembling, in terror and with tears. 
Then in the midnight hour of the car- 
nival the banqueter in the ball of sin 
sees that fatal handwriting upon the 
wall. You, O sinner, today see it! 
You see it with horrified eyes, as Bel- 
shazzar saw it; you see It written by 
the dead fingers of those who have 
lifted the same cup of death to their 
lipa that you are lifting at the present 
time, Then, as !n the room where I 
saw the picture at the world’s fair. 
you feel that it begins to grow darker 
and darker. The light In the reveler’s 
eyes can no longer keep your courage 
up. Already in that darkness you can 
see the advancing messengers of God's 
vengeance, It Is horror at the opening 
of the banquet; It 1s horror in the mid- 
dle of the banquet; it will be unutter- 
able horror at its close when God shall 
finally say to you, O sinner, “Thou art 
weighed in the balances and art found 
wanting." 

Bo, in closing, as 1 plead with you to 
flee from the banquet hall of sin, I 
again invite you Into the other ban- 
quet hall where Christ the Divine 

is to be married to the 
church, his bride, I would Invite you 
into that banquet hall, which 1s filled 
with the great multitudes of the re 
deemed. I would earnestly invite you 
to come, because there is a vacant 
place at that gospel banquet table 
which, I am sure, bas been reserved 
for you. It ts in the center of a group 
of your loved ones. It is right next to 
your sainted mother and father and 
wife and sister and child, and by the 
looks of your loved ones I think they 
are waiting for you. O sinner, are 
you ready today to lenve the revelers 
of sin and to quaff the water lte, 
which will fit you for entrance among 
the sainted hosts, or shall you, as a re- 
sult of this spurned gospel Invitation, 
be weighed in the balances and for 
ever found wanting? God is even now 
holding high, the balances May every 
one of us, by the power of the Holy 
Spirit, decide bow the balances of God 
shall be moved! May we, one and all, 
decide that the seale of sin, through 
the countervailing weight of the cross, 
shall go up and not go down!
